Spanish Soldiers Fire at 
Each Other. 


Two Detachments Ambushed by 
Garcia’s Men. 


Both Routed with Over One 
Hundred Dead. 


Fort Near Palacios Captured—Over 
Two Hundred Wounded Taken 
to Havana — Estrada Paima at 
the State Department. 


[BY. ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


NEW YORK, May 28.—A special to 
the World from Havana, Cuba, says: 

“Gen. Garcia ambushed two detach- 
ments of Spaniards near Vintégas, 
Puerto Principe province. After fight- 
ing them all one afternoon, he attacked 
them at night and managed to get them 
separated. For a while they were so 
confused that they fired at each other. 

“One detachment finally became pan- 
ic-stricken and fled. Garcia fell on the 
other and defeated it, inflicting a loss of 
100. He then pursued the retreating 
ten 
miles from the coast, killed or wounded 
sixty-four more. 

“The Nunez brothers recently cap- 
tured a Spanish fort near Palacios, Pi- 
nar del Rio, and after occupying it 
three days, burned it, taking away a 
large su-ply of ammunition and pro- 
visions found there. 

“There was also a sharp. guerrilla 
fight at Minas and St. Felipe, Havana 
province, the Cubans under Martinez 
and Carillo compelling the government 
troops to retire in both instances. The 
Spanish loss is not known, but more 
than two hundred wounded soldiers 
have been brought into Havana since 
Friday, the men being brought in at 
night so as to avoid observation. The 
Spaniards say that Carillo is wounded, 
but the report is not believed.’ 

COL. GORDON’S BRAVERY. 

NEW YORK, May 28.—The Herald 
this morning publishes details concern- 
ing Col. Charles S. Gordon, an Amer- 
ican reported to have been killed in 
Cuba while with the insurgents in the 
viginigy: of Cienfuegos. Says the Her- 
ald: 


“Col. Charles Gordon disembarked in 
Cuba last June, and was soon promoted 
to the rank of major. His remarkable 
shooting at the fight of Vista Hermosa, 
in the province of Havana, astonished 
both the Spanish and the Cubans. He 
crossed the trocha and joined Maceo. 

‘““Maceo promoted him for bravery in 
the field, and thought so much of him 
that he was selected as one of the few 
to cross the trocha in his company. 
Gordon was wounded at the same time 
that Maceo was killed.” 

ESTRADA PALMA’S CALL. 

WASHINGTON,. May 28.—The Cab- 
inet meeting today partook more of a 
routine character than usual, being 
largely devoted to a discussion of the 
small matters of the departmental 
business. For the first time in many 
weeks, Cuba was not mentioned at the 
meeting, Gen. Lee's advices to the ef- 
fact that he had a sufficient store of food 
and supplies for immediate necessities 
going a great way to allay the demand 
for speedy action. 

Estrada Palma of the Cuban junta 
called at the State Department today 
and had a short interview with Assist- 
ant Secretary Day. He was introduced 
to Judge Day by Third Assistant Sec- 
retary Gridler in a purely personal ca- 
pacity, and it was stated positively 
that the call had no connection with 
any propositions for the Wurchase of 
Cuba or, indeed, with the politics of the 
situation at any point. 

CANNOT ACCEPT MEDIATION. 

MADRID, May 28.—A_§semi-official. 
denial is given today of the published 
statement that President McKinley has 
made overtures to Spain on the subject 
of Cuba. It is reiterated that it is im- 
possible for the Spanish government to 
accept mediation on a question which 
“concerns Spain alone.”’ 


TO SPAN NIAGARA. 


A Splendid Structure Will Succeed 
the Upper Suspension Bridge. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 


NIAGARA FALLS (N. Y.,) May 28.— 
Another new bridge is to span Nia- 
gara’s gorge. It will take the place 
of the upper suspension bridge and is 
to be finished by April 1, 1898. So 
much is practically certain, though 
the contract will not be awarded for 
two or three days. When the latest 
projected bridge is completed, the 
Canadian and American Niagaras will 
be connected by two of the finest 
steel arch structures in the country, 
equipped for railroads and trolley 
lines, carriages and pedestrians. 

A meeting of the directors of the 
Niagara Falls Suspension Bridge Com- 
pany was held at the Lafyette Hotel 
on the Canadian side, behind clvused 
doors. Among the bidders for the 
bridge are the Buffalo Iron Works and. 
the Pennsylvania Steel Company. The 
bridge designed to replace tbe upper 
suspension bridge will be built on the 
parabolic principle and it will be one 
of the -greatest engineering feats of 
the year. When it is finished, changes 
on both sider of the river will take 
“lace. The trolley cars will carry peo- 
ple from one side to the other, con- 
necting with the observation line on 
the Canadian side and the local Buffalo 
and Gorge cars on the American side.

tend the eixtieth celebration of the ac- 
cession of Queen Victoria to the British 
throne, in the person of Ogden Mills 
of New York. Mr. Milis goes in the 
capacity ef secretary and attaché to 
the American embassy. The commis- 
sions for the representatives will be 
beautifully engraved, and altogether 
the occasion is especial in every respect 
so far as the State Department is con- 
cerned. . 

Whitelaw Reid bears the title of 
special ambassador on a special mis- 
sion as the representative of the Presi- 
dent, and Gen. Miles and Admiral Mil- 
ler will have special] commissions. The 
Ambassador himself will carry for pre- 
sentation in person to the Queen a 
letter from the President, which in gen- 
eral terms will be similar to that ad- 
dressed to her upon the occasion of 
her jubilee celebration ten years ago. 
It is formal yet kindly in tone, and 
expresses the appreciation of the 
President of the great good that has 
followed the long reign of Her Majesty, 


and hopes of a continuance of her 
health. 
SOLD INTO SLAVERY. 


CANADIAN EMIGRANTS RETURN 
FROM BRAZIL. 


Were Duped by a Bogus Coloniza- 
tion Company Sold Like Cattle 


and Treated Like Dogs—A Ter- 
rible Tale of Suffering. 


{BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WINE.] 


NEW YORK, May 28.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] Jules Ledoux and Thomas Wil- 
liams, Canadians, left for their home 
in Montreal,today after a year’s ab- 
sence in Brazil. Their wives were with 
them, the party having arrived from 
Rio de Janeiro, whither they went with 
100 Canadians in search of wealth. The 
men tella terrible story of privation and 
suffering during their stay in South 
America. They declare that they were 
sold like cattle and then treated like 
dogs. e 

Ledoux and Williams are about the 
last to return home of the contingent cf 
Canadians who were induced to go to 
Brazil under promises of wealth. A 
score of the party died of fever, while 
a few, unable to pay their passage 


‘back, are still there. 


The men were sent to Brazil by a 
company which had offices in Montreal 
and Genoa. It represented that it had 
coffee lands in Sao Paulo, Brazil, to be 
distributed free to immigrants. Ledoux, 
who is a daughtsman, in speaking of 
his experience, said: 

“I made a contract, with the company 


in Montreal, believuse T was going to" 


Brazil to settle upon government lands, 
which we were told would be given to 
us free, with all the tools, implements, 
seeds and house accomm> dations neces- 
sary. A hundred men were kept ten 
days in one big room, men and women 
together, and the only thing they gave 
us to eat was dry bread and a little pea 
soup. 

The Minister of Agriculture, after ten 
days, notified us that the Brazilian 
government denied all connections with 
the company and had no land to cffer 
emigrats. If we desired to remain in 
the country the minister advised that 
we go into the interior and work on 
plantations. We were half-starved and 
ready to do anything. We were com- 
pelled to sleep in dirty little rooms, 
without bed or bedding, and our food 
consisted of soup, bread and what cof- 
fee we made ourselves. It was impos- 
sible to leave the place, aS we had no 
money, and the plantation owners took 
good care we got none. 

“I found the Brazillan authorities did 
not ask the company to send men to 
the country, but asked for laborers and 
agriculturists. Instead, book-keepers, 
clerks and the like were sent.” 


CONSPIRED TO BLOW. 


Mrs. Sally Gast Testifies Against an 
Alleged Dynamiter., 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

BLOOMSBURG (Pa.,) May 28.—In 
the trial this morning of L. S. Winter- 
steen who is charged with attempting 
to commit murder by conspiring to 
blow up the residence of L. E. Waller, 
Mrs. Sally Gast of Reading testified 
that she met Wintersteen about three 
years ago in Reading. Clifton Knorr 
was with him. Wintersteen was there 
three times before the explosion and 
four times afterward. After Winter- 
steen’s third visit a letter came con- 
taining money from This was 
just a few days before the explosion. 

Witness continued: “On the evening 
of the following Monday, Wintersteen 
came to my house. Cliff and Winter- 
steen had a meeting in my kitchen. 
Wintersteen seemed to be excited. He 
said he had not been feeling well, and 
there was hell up in Bloomsburg.. Win- 
tersteen had previously told me he was 
suspected of blowing up Waller’s house. 
He was anxious to get away. After 
Wintersteen had gone, ‘Cliff’ showed 
me $50, which he said Wintersteen had 
given him. I saw Wintersteen again a 
short time afterward.” 


ATTACKED ITS KEEPERS. 


A Leopard at Central Park Wounds 
Two Men. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, May 28.—There was an 
exciting time in Central Park yester- 
day. During the transfer of a vicious 
leopard from one cage to another, the 
brute became enraged and attacked two 
keepers. Madden and Cook, the two 
men who had the beast in charge, had 
a@ very severe fight with it for fully five 
minutes. Other keepers in the park 
rushed to the aid of the two men, and 
with great difficulty subdued the infu- 
riated creature. 

An examination was made of the two 
men. Physicians who attended them 
say that it is doubtful whether they 
will live. Madden had a part of his 
face torn away, and Cook was horribly 
lacerated.

FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRF.] 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—SENATE.— 
After a long period of silence, Senator 
Tillman of South Carolina startled the 
Senate today by a speech no less dra- 
matic.in its delivery than sensational in 
its allegations. He preceded it by pre- 
senting a resolution for the appoint- 
ment of a special committee of five 
Senators to investigate charges of 
speculation by Senators while the Tar- 


al 


iff Bill was before the Finance Commit- 
tee. In advocating the resolution Mr. 
Tillman threw as.™ the usual conven- 
/tionalities of the Senate and with a 
plainness of speecl seldom heard about 
the halis of Congress, ¢alied on his afso- 
ciates to investigate the published 
charges of Senatorial speculation, and 
if found true te purge the Senate of 
those who had debauched it. 

Mr. Aldrich, in charge of the Tariff 
Bill, answered Mr’ Tillman in a sweep- 
ing denial. The Tillman resolution was 
referred to the Committee on Contin- 
gent Expenses of the Senate. 

Considerable progress was made on 
the Tariff Bill, thirteen pages being 
covered. Several votes were taken dur- 
ing the day, but the Finance Committee 
had a liberal majority in every in- 
stance. The Democratic members of 
the Finance Committee made a strong 


effort to reduce the rates on window 
glass, but their amendments to this 
effect were defeated. The bill will be 


continued tomorrow, the usual Satur- 
day recess being abandoned. 

The Tillman resolution quotes the 
Senate resolution of May 17, 1894, au- 
thorizing the original inquiry and then, 
after reciting the proceedings in the 
Chapman and Havemeyer trials, pro- 
ceeds: 

“Whereas, in the last thirty days 
sundry newspaper correspondents have 
openly charged Senators with speculat- 
ing in sugar stocks while the sugar 
schedule is under discussion, and ais» 
charged that the brokers in New York 
knew in advance as to what the Senate 
Finance Committee would report as to 
the sugar schedule, all of which in- 
volves a question of the highest privi- 
lege, to wit: The right of the Senate to 
protect its members from slander and 
to protect the body as a whole from 
those open charges of corruption, there- 
fore be it 

“Resolved, that a committee of five 
he appointed with power to send for 
persons and papers; to employ a sten- 
ographer and to administer oaths; to 
inquire into the truth or falsity of the 
charges made in May, 1894, and into the 
charges recently made, and the s<ope 
of the investigation shall cover every- 
thing embraced in the resolution of 
May 17, 1894, as well as to the methods 
pursued by the American Sugar Refin- 
ing Company, better known as the 
Sugar Trust, in controlling legisia‘tion 
in its favor at the present time, and es- 
pecially whether it has in any wise 
contributed to or controlled the elec- 
tion of a Senator in this body at any 
time.” 

The presiding officer, Mr. Frye, 
promptly ruled that the _ resoluticn 
should go to the Committee on Contin- 
gent Expenses, but Mr. Tillman ob- 
tained consent to make a statement. 

‘We have arrived at a time,” he be- 
gan, ‘when the Senate can no longer 
afford to rest under the damning ac- 
cusations made against Senators. If 
there are men here debauching the 
Senate, then we should be purged of 
them. If these reports are slanders, 
then the press galleries should be 
purged. We cannot afford to lay back 
on our dignity any longer and say we 
will not investigate.” 

It had been charged that President 
Cleveland met the sugar magnates ona 
yachting trip and discussed details of 
the schedule of the then pending Tariff 
Bill. There was nothing to fasten that 
damning accusation on the President, 
Mr. Tillman said, but Senator Jones of 
Arkansas had recently furnished evi- 
dence to the effect that the President 
told him the trust should have a quar- 
ter of a cent a pound. 

Mr. Jones quickly arose and 
that on two occasions Mr. Cleveland 
had said to him that he thought the 
quarter of a cent on raw sugar was 
necessary to the American refineries, 
and that one-eighth of a cent would 
drive the refineries out of existence. 

Proceeding, Mr. Tillman said it might 
be that Mr. Cleveland desired to carry 
out a bargain, and if so the Senate 
ought to find it out. 

Here Mr. Gray of Delaware, chair- 
man of the former sugar-investigation 
committee, interrupted. The statement, 
he said, that a sugar schedule had been 
made up on Mr. Benedict's yacht when 
the President was on board with officers 
of the Sugar Trust was not true, and 
its falsity had been established after 
Uthe committee had probéd the statement 
to the bottom. 

Continuing. Mr. Tillman exclaimed: 
“Both parties are involved, and one is

Mr. Pettus of Alabama interrupted to 
ask Mr. Tillman not to deal in-general- 
ities, but to put a mark on the Senator 
by name. 

“That is what I want an inquiry for— 
to mark these men,” responded Mr. Till- 


man. “I do not want the poor man to 
suffer while the millicnalres are turned 
loose.”’ 


After the protests from Mr. Pettus 
that Mr. Tillman should name at least 
one Senator accused, Mr. Tillman went 
on to state that when the former Tariff 
Bill was framed, the Finance Commit- 
tee had left their committee-room and 
had taken quarters at the Arlington 
Hotel. 

“The Senator is grossly mistaken,” 
interrupted Mr. Vest. “The Democratic 
members of the Finance Committee did 
not go to the Arlington Hotel or any- 
where else outside of their committee- 
room at the Capitol.” 

Mr. Tillman said he was glad the 
Democratic party was relieved to this 
extent, but added: “Now, no one de- 
nies that for the last two months rooms 
at the Arlington have been occupied by 
the Finance Committee in easy touch 
with the telephone to New York and 


easy reach of the agents of the Sugar 
Trust.”’ 
“Why is it,” he asked, “that the 


Sugar Trust can always command a 
specific instead of an ad valorem duty; 
why was it that they cleared $25,000,000 
in three years? It was the Democratic 
party who made it possible in 1894. And 
now,” he proceeded, “with a disgraced 
and demoralized Democratic party out 
of power and the Republicans in charge 
of affairs, we have another damning 
evidence of the Sugar Trust's power.” 

Mr. Tillman said he would now pre- 
sent specifications, and he had read a 
number of signed articles in the news- 
papers of New York, Chicago and else- 
where, making various charges against 
Senators, some by name. The first ar- 
ticle began: “Smith ahead on sugar.” 
and spoke of the New Jersey Senator's 
selling 6000 shares of sugar stock short, 
ata profit of $3000. Mr. Smith was not 
in the chamber at the time. Another 
article spoke of the large profits to 
Senators, and stated that 9000 shares of 
Sugar stock had been handled the day 
before for three Senators. 

Mr. Tillman said it was about time 
these specific charges, most of them 
signed with the names of their authors, 
should be probed. There should be no 
mixture ef the old investigation and the 
new one. 

“Let us not mix up the Democratic 
sheep with the Republican goats,”’ he 
said, ‘“‘but let us have a fumigation.’ 

It was not a time when Senators 
should sit here, apparently silenced by 
cowardice or corruption. The Republic- 
ans had received the recent campaign 


contributions from the “octopus,” he 
said, and it should be.brought to the 
light before.the American people. If 


this ‘gang of thieves and robbers’ were 
to have all they wanted, then let the 
American laboring man realize what a 
“glorious” Senate represented him at 
Washington. 

In conclusion Mr. Tillman reiterated 
that if the Senate is “rotten to the bot- 
tom,” it should be proved. If these 
charges were false, then the lies should 
be laid bare. If the charges were true, 
thn, he said, the guilty Senators should 


“be turned out aad the Senate purged. 


Mr. Aldrich (Rep.) of Rhode Island, 
member of the Finance Committee and 
in charge of the Tariff Bill, then took 
the floor as Mr. Tillman closed. It had 
been charged, or inferred, he said, that 
the Sugar Trust dictated the sugar 
schedule. 

‘But I desire to say to the Senate, to 
the Senator (Tillman) and to every 
man in the United States, that no per- 
son connected with the Sugar Trust at 
any time or at any place influenced the 
framing of the sugar schedule, or re- 
ceived information as to its character. 
I desire to make the statements as 
bread as the English language can 
make it.”’ 

Mr. Aldrich said that no living,per- 
son outside of the members of the 
committee had any information as to 
the subject until thirty-six hours be- 
fore it was reported. Then the Senator 
from Nevada (Jones) had been shown 
the schedule. No human being beyond 
this had received the slightest informa- 
tion. “And any man who says so, or 
intimates so,”’ added Mr. Aldrich, ‘‘de- 
serves to be denounced in a way which 
would not be parliamentary here.’’ 

Mr. Tillman interrupted to say that 
he had not made the charges; he had 
merely submitted public statements 
with the author’s name signed. 

Mr. Aldrich, proceeding, said the full- 
est investigation was courted: that 
there was nothing to conceal. No in- 
formation ever went from that commit- 
tee-room by any telephone to any one. 


He (Mr. Aldrich) had never bought 
or sold a share of sugar stock. 
It was easy for correspondents 
to make such charges, but they 


were absolutely false. 

Without further debate the resolution 
was referred to the Committee on Con- 
tingent Expenses, and, on motion of, Mr. 
Aldrich, the Senate took up the Tariff 
Bill. 

Mr. Vest opposed the proposed in- 
credse*on soda ash from \% to 3-10 of a 
cent per pound as unfair to soap-mak- 
ers. The amendment was agreed to 
without division, but was reconsidered 
and was allowed to go over to permit 
Mr. Gray to be heard on it. 


There Was Only a brief discussion of + 


the remaihing paragraphs in the chemi- 
cal schedules, Mr. Jones stating that 
while they were -not accepted without 
protest by the Democrats, those in 
charge of the Democratic interests con- 
sidered it unnecessary to consume time 
to no avail with the majority so evi- 
dentty against them. 

The next schedule, relating to earths, 
earthenware and glassware, was en- 
tered upon. An amendment limiting 
the fire brick to be imported at $1.20 per 
ton to those weighing less than ten 
pounds each was accepted. 

The duty on Portland and other hy- 
draulic cements in barrels and sacks 
was increased from 8 to ll cents per 
hundred wefght, and in bulk from 7 
to 10 cents per hundred weight. After 
Mr. White had criticised the increase 
as opposed to the interests of the build- 
ers, and Mr. Pettigrew had defended it, 
saying it should be greater in the inter- 
est of American manufacturers, Mr. 
Vest criticised, but to no avail, the rate 
proposed on glass bottles, decanters, 
etce., as equal to the McKinley rate, 
the highest, he said, in the country’s 
history. 


Mr. White of California spoke at 
length.against the bill, saying the rates 
were pryhibitory to a large extent, and 


for this Teason would fail in its purpose 
to raise revenue, as the McKinley act 
had failed to produce sufficient revenue, 
owing to the absolute exclusion of réve- 
nue-producing articles. 

Mr. Caffery of Louisiana spoke 
against the greed of trusts, who would 
place a Chinese wall around the United 
States in order to monopolize the trade 
within it. 

Mr. Jones’s amendment to reduce the 
rate on window glass from 1\% tol cent 
per pound was disagreed to, by yeas, 
18; nays, 28. 

The vote was on party lines, the Dem- 
ocrats for and the Republicans against 
the amendments. Messrs. McEnery of 
Louisiana (Dem.,) Stewart of Nevada 
(Pop.,) and Jones of Nevada (Pop.) 
voted with the Republicans, and Messrs. 
Heitfeld and Pettigrew with the Dem- 
ocrats. The committee rate of 14 cents 
was then agreed to.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 28.—[Special 
Dispatch.] A special to the Chronicle 
from Tucson, Ariz., says: 

“Samuel Donnelly, a backslider from 
the Salvation Army, and now the high 
priest of a religious following number- 
ing fifty men and women, witha camp 
in the Huachuca Mountains, wheré 
they are engaged in worshiping ané 
mining, was today convicted of assault 
at Tombstone. Donnelly tied a fope 
around a six-year-old boy and soused 
him in a deep pool of water until 
nearly dead, and then whipped him 
severely. This was for the trivial in- 
fraction of the iron-clad rules. It also 
appears that he had whipped an elev- 
en-months-old baby with a buggy 
whip. These were the children of his 
followers, whom he rules with an iron 
hand, and to him is delegated abso- 
lute authority to punish ail infractions 
of his rules. 

“He claims to be, and his followers 
believe he is, a disciple of Christ, and 
has dally visitations and communica- 
tions with Christ. He is feared by them 
as they fear the devil. All their earn- 
ings must go to him, and he is not 
held accountable for any of this money. 

“After conviction, Donnelly’s follow- 


ers made threats against Judge Barnes 


of Tucson, who prosecuted him. Both 
men and women followed Judge Barnes 
into McDonough’s café, and had it not 
been for his coolheadedness serious 
resuits would have followed, as the 
Donnellyites were vicious and deter- 
mined to wreak vengeance on him, and 
Judge Barnes's friends were prepared 
to defend him in the usual frontier 
manner. 

“Donnelly and his followers are thor- 
oughly detested by the public, and it 


is hoped the court will send him to 


the penitentiary and thus possibly 
break his hypnotic influence and de- 
stroy him harm. Donnelly broke up 
the family of H. C. Perrill of Fairbank 
by enticing his wife to join his flock. 
The people of Tombstone, Bisbee and 
vicinity Are incensed at Donnelly and 
his vicious practices, and his camp is 
likely to be raided and cleaned out if 
he is not sent to the penitentiary.” 


‘DUEY’S DEATH. 
Policeman Booth Tells How He 


Came to Shoot Him.

CINCINNATI (0.,) May 28.—Officer 
Amos Booth, who shot and killed 
George Duey last night, tells the fol- 
lowing story: 

About 9 o’clock last night Miss Fanny 
Plecke of. No. 1619 .Knowlton street, 
Cumminsville, discovered a burgtiar in 
her house. She screamed, and the bur- 
glar fled. Officer Booth lives a short 
distance away. He was in bed, but 
jumped up and_ hurried downstairs, 
dressed in his nightshirt and a pair of 
trousers and carrying his revolver in 
his hand. He ran toward the Plecke 
house, and when a half-square away 
saw a mancoming toward him. Seeing 
the man half-dressed with a revolver, 
Duey turned and started the other Way. 

Booth says he called “Halt” twice, 
but Duey broke into a run. The offi- 
cer then raised the revolver and fired. 
Duey dropped dead, shot in the back 
of the head. The patrol wagon was 
called and the body was taken to the 
morgue, where letters in the dead 
man’s clothes showed that it was 
George A. Duey. There is no possible 
reason to believe that Duey was the 
burglar. Booth did not say that he was 
an officer, and being dressed only in a 
nightshirt and a pair of trousers, it is 
not surprising that Duey fled. . 

The dead man came here a week ago 
to visit his relatives, and when Latonia 
opened he secured a position with the 
foreign book at the track. His wife 
died several years ago in Denver. He 
has two brothers, John and David, the 
latter of whom is chief operator of the 
Associated Press in Cincinnati. He 
was considered a man of good habit 
and a “gilt-edge”’ operator.

NEVADA CITY, May 28.—A woman 
who arrived at the National Exchange 
Hotel at 10 o'clock Wednesday night 
and registered as Mrs. Frances Heitler, 
San Francisco, Was found early this 
morning hanging by the neck in a 
woodshed in the rear of the hotel. She 
had been dead several hours. The 
cord around her neck was attached to 
a nail a foot above her head, and the 
body was in a crouching posture. The 
skull was fractured and several pools 
of blood were on the ground, a few feet 
from the body, and there were marks 
on the ground, indicating that the body 
had been dragged to where found. 
Some sticks of wood near by were dis- 
colored with blood. 

The woman is unknown here. She 
was of medium height, thick set; 
about 40 years of age, with dark hair 
sprinkled with gray; dark blue eyes; 
wore a plain black dress and had false 
teeth. 

LATER:—The body was identified at 
noon by George Gehrig, the well-known 
local brewer, as that of his ,wife. She 
left home Wednesday evenimg at + 
o'clock, and the husband's efforts to 
find her have been unavailing till now. 
She sent a letter, written in German, to 
the Daily Transcript, saying that vir- 
tue and honesty are the noblest quali- 
ties of mankind, and charging her hus- 
band with being false to her. Gehrig 
and their neighbors say she has been 
acting queerly for some time and they 
believe she was insane. She leaves six 
children. The case continues to be 
wrapped in mystery. The remains have 
just been removed from the City Hail 
to the Gehrig home. 

Public opinion is divided, the majority 
of the people believing it a murder. 
The officers are conducting the investi- 
gation on the theory that the woman 
was beaten and then hung by an as- 
sailant. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

NEVADA, May 28.—For nearly six 
hours the dead body of a woman, which 
was found hanging early this morn- 
ing in a woodshed at the rear of the 
National Hotel, lay on a table at the 
City Hall. Shortly before noon George 
GeLrig, a prominent brewer of this 
city, identified the body as that of his 
wife, who left him and their six chil- 
dren last Wednesday. . 

The tragedy .is most mysterious. The 
fact that her domestic life had been 
unhappy ever eince she came here in 
the early eighties with her husband, 
and that on Wednesday last she had 
gent to the Transcript a. rambling let- 
ter complaining of her treatment, 
added to her sensational flight from 
home, would indicate that she had 
taken her own life, but the officers who 
have been investigating industriously 
all day, think they have many and 
strong grounds for suspecting that 
murder has been committed. 

Late Wednesday evening Mrs Geh- 
rig came to the hotel and registered as 
Mrs. Frances Heitler, and paid in ad- 
vance for a night's lodging. Next 
morning she failed to appear, and -it 
Was noon when a chambermaid finally 
unlocked the door and ‘entered’ the 
room. The chambermaid found her 
still in bed, and asked her if ehe was 
ill. Instead of replying the woman 
began to sing. She went all day with- 
out eating, and on Thursday evening 
she roamed about the hall. 

This morning, about 6 o'clock, as 
Offieér Carr was passing through the 
woodshed, he found her hanging by 
the neck from a piece of clothes- 
line that had been fastened to a ten- 
penny nail driven in the side of thé 
shed. She was cold and stiff, her feet 
being drawn up and her Knees touch- 
ing the ground. There were several 
gwashes in her head. There was a pool 
of blood thirty feet away, and at an- 
other point a pile of split wood was 
bespattered with blood, two or. three 
sticks having thé appearance of hav- 
ing been used for clubs. There were 
geven wounds on the head, ranging 
from half an inch to an inch in length. 
The skull was fractured in four places. 

From the nature of the wounds it 
hardly seems probable that the woman 
could have hung herself afterward, had 
she inflicted them. Her wrists have 
the appearance of having been grasped 
tightly. From the appearance of the 


shed the woman had walked to one t 


end of the building, and then had 
walked or was carried back about to 
the center of the shed, where she was 


found hanging, as there are bloodstains 
all the way.

Warden Hale Resolwed to Make His

GUNBOAT WHEELING. 


Nineteen Runs and An Satisfactory 
Except the Thirteenth,

SAN FRANCISCO, May 28.—The ac- 
ceptance trials of the gunboat Wheel- 
ing commenced today.

MATTERS OF INTEREST TO THE

Receivers Have not Decided as to 
the Method of Sale—A Meeting 


to Be Held to Consider It—New 
Time Table.

NPW YORK, May 28.—[Special Dis- 
patch.] Receivers of California decidu- 
ous fruit have not yet finally decided 
how they will dispose of their consign- 
ments this season, but the general 
opinion is that the system of consoli- 
dated auction sales introduced last 
season will be continued.

BACKWATER ATTACK 


CONDITIONS AT EL PASO MADE 
WORSE ARTIFICIALLY. 

Texas and Pacific Railroad Throws 
Up a Dyke Which Fioods San 
Antonio Street. 

AN ARMED FORCE CUTS MIT. 


FOUR HUNDRED FAMILIPS 


ARE 
WTHOUT NECESSARIES, 


Troop of Cavalry from Fort Bliss 
Will Guard Péople’s Property. 
An Appropriatiomw Asked 
from Congress. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

EL PASO (Tex.,) May 28.—Over five 
hundred homeless tamilies, or 2000 peo- 
ple, were on the Streets of El Paso 
this morning searching for shelter. 
Their furniture, clothing, ete., -were 
piled up on the principal thorough- 
fares of the city. Last night the 
waters continued to rise, and before 
day dawned, the flood had reached 
that portion of the city in and areund 
San Antonio street, where prominent 
business and professional men reside. 
After 11 o’clock last night the flood 
Swept over six more blocks. The 
waters were full of struggling teams, 
hauling out property from the flooded 
houses. 

The Texas and Pacific railroad had 
thrown up a dyke to protect its track 
near the roundhouse, and this backed 
the water up over San Antonio street, 
flooding a number of houses and 
threatening to cross the street and 
flood hundreds of the prettiest resi- 
dences in the city. Several prominent 
citizens residing in the _ vicinity, 
headed by the Collector of Customs, 
Capt. Davis, armed themselves with 
Winchesters and, crossing over the 
railroad levee, cut the dyke, letting’ 
the back water out, and it began to 
recede from San Antonio street. 

A troop of the Fifth Cavalry from 
Fort Bliss came down to the city to- 
day and offered their services to guard 
the property of homeless people which 
is piled in the streets. The city 
Board of Health met this morning and 
appointed a committee of six leading 
physicians to take charge of the re- 
lief hospital now being established 
for the homeless and sick, and the 
physicians are taking such to the im- 
provised hospital. Col. Van Valzah of 
Fort Bliss, loaned the city fifty-three 
tents and citizens’ committees were 
out today with wagons gathering pro- 
visions for distribution among the 
destitute. 

At least four hundred out of the 530 
families whose homes are under water 
are without the necessities of life. 
This morning the City uncil held a 
meeting, and kRuthorized e Mayor to 
wire the Texas Senators and Repre- 
sentatives in Congress to secure an 
appropriation of $10,000 for relief of 
the flood victims. The War Depart- 
ment has also been appéaled to: for 
more tents, | 

This afternoon the’ river was at a 
standstill, but a rise of one foot is re- 
ported. up the river in New Mexico. 
The flood waters at El Paso east cover 
an area averaging four miles long and 
three-quarters of a mile wide, flood- 
ing not less than 700 homes, most of 
which belonged to the poor laboring 
classes, The east side of Stanton 
street, from Overland to Seventh 
street, is a continuous pile of ruins. 
The houses, having being built close 
together on adobe foundations, were 
undermined and have tumbled down. 
Many people living in houses where 
the water is up to the doors refuse 
to move out, and these people will 
have trouble tonight if the reported 
rise reaches El Paso. 

EXTRDPMELY GLOOMY. 

DENVER (Colo.,) May 28.—A special 
to the Republican from Santa Fé, N. 
M., says that dispatches received here 
tonight state that heavy rains have 
prevailed over the Rio Grange water- 
shed for a distance of 150 miles above 
Santa Fé and the river at Embudo, 
fifty miles north of here, has risen 
twelve inches in the past twenty-four 
hours. The swollen streams south of 
Espanola will double this rise before it 
passes Socorro, rendering the prospects 
three days hence extremely gloomy at 
El Paso and Jaurez. All the lowlands 
in the Rio Grande Valley above Espa- 
nola are inundated. 

At Atrisca, opposite Albuquerque, the 
river cut through the bank this after- 
noon and inundated a large part of the 
town.

BADLY CRIPPLED.

Report of the Semgediass Commit- 
tee—A Resolution Indorsing the 
Raines Law Tabled — The 
Princeton Banquet. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 

EAGLE ROCK (Ind.,) May 28.—The 
Presbyterian General Assembly, which 
adjourned tonight, was the shortest 
session in eight years. In spite of the 
desire to finish up its business tonight, 
there was little unusual haste. 

The Committee on Bills and Over- 
tures reported briefly upon petitions as 
to certain liquor bills and Sunday legis- 
lation penfing in Congress. The state- 
ment was made that sufficient infor- 
mation was not at hand for deliberate 
judgment, but a general statement was 
adopted covering the subject as fol- 
lows: 

“The General Assembly reaffirms deep 
interest in all legislation by which the 
tause of temperance and morality are 
wisely furthered, and commends the ef- 
forts of the Christian men in our State 
and Federal legislative assemblies to 
tafeguard social purity and prevent the 
maintenance of liquor saloons in gov- 
ernment buildings.”’ 

The standing Committee on System- 
atic Beneficence reported through Dr. 
Wilson Phraner. The report showed 
the causes of discouragement to benev- 
olence. These were the debts of the 
boards, the fact that the recommenda- 
tions of the assemblies had called for 
more than three times the amount ever 
collected in any one year; lack of obli- 
gation on the part of the churches to 
support the work of the boards, and the 
existence of numerous societies in the 
churches which sap their resources. 

At the opening of the afternoon ses- 
tion a Committee of Arrangements for 
the next assembly was appointed, con- 
tisting of Rev. S. C. Dickey, manager 
of the Winona Assembly; Dr. Charles 
Little of Wabash, and Drs. Roberts 
and Moore, clerks of the assembly. 
The principal portion of the afternoon 
was occupied by the report of the Tem- 
perance Committee. 

Only one presbytery reported that a 
majority of its churches still used 
alcoholic wine at the Lord’s Supper, 
while twenty presbyteries reported 
that this was not known to be true of 
any church in their bounds. 

W Cc. Lilly, chairman of the per- 

manent temperance committee, was 
then granted the floor to explain the 
work of the committee. Elder Van 
Rensselaer of New York moved an ad- 
Hitional resolution indorsing restrictive 
legislation. This resolution was finally 
laid on the table. He indorsed the New 
York Raines law, but Rev. Stanley B. 
Roberts of Utica said it was only suc- 
ressful in so far as it was prohibitive, 
and he maintained that the Presby- 
terian church was not ready to indorse 
legislation. After a lively debate a 
nemorial to Congress was adopted ask- 
Ing for official investigation of the 
liquor traffic. 
. Then came a sharper debate ‘than be- 
fore, on the report as to the use of wine 
at the alumni banquet at the sesqui- 
sentennial anniversary of Princeton 
University. The discussion lasted until 
within a few moments of adjournment. 
when the whole matter was disposed of 
by a motion to lay it on the table, 
which was adopted by an overwhelming 
vote. 

The race question in the South came 
ap unexpectedly at the evening session 
bn a petition to allow a colored church 
In Texas to join a presbytery in Arkan- 
sas. The discussion was long and cov- 
ered many points, but the petition was 
finally decided in the negative. The 
reason given was an unwillingness to 
tecognize color distinctions in the de- 
homination. 

After transacting such routine busi- 
oess as marks the close of such gather- 

gs, the assembly adjourned sine die.

Powers and John Lattimore, both col- 
ored, were hanged today, the first dou- 
ble execution since the hanging of the 
anarchists in 1887. Both men walked 
unassisted to the scaffold.

Murphy, the saloonkeeper. On the 
night of December 29 last Powers stole 
into Murphy’s bedroom, beat his head 
to a pulp with a stove-poker. His ob- 
ject was robbery. Powers was 23 years 
ol@. John Lattimore and Henry Rucker 
were convicted of the murder of Louis 
Marvec on the towpath of the drain- 
age canal, near Summit, November 29 
last. Rucker confessed and was given 
a twenty-five year sentence. Latti- 
more’s age was 25. 


ACQUITTAL PREDICTED. 


SEARLES’S CASE IS MUCH LIKE 
PRESIDENT HAVEMEYER’S. 


Defense Moves for a Verdict of 
Acquittal on Three Grounds, 
Court Takes the Case Under Ad- 
visement Until Tuesday. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, May 28.—The trial 
of John F. Searles, secretary of the 
American Sugar Refining Campany, 
followed that of President Havemeyer 
in Judge Bradley's court today. The 
indictment was very similar to the one 
found against Havemeyer, except that 
the questions asked Mr. Searles were 
somewhat different. The same lawyers 
who appeared for Havemeyer had 
charge of Searles’s defense. Members 
of the Senate Investigating Committee 
and other distinguished persons were 
present. 

District Attorney Davis asked that 
in the event of the trial not being con- 
cluded today (though he saw no rea- 
son why it should not be) it be ad- 
journed until Tuesday, owing to an 
important engagement of the counsel 
for the defense. Judge Bradley agreed. 
None af the first twelve taliesmen were 
challenged, but one was excused. The 
indifference of the defendant’s counsel 
to the composition of the jury seemed 
to indicate confidence in the case be- 
ing eventually taken out of the hands 
of the jury, as that of Havemeyer’s 
was. 

At 11:40 o’clock the government rested 
the case against John E. Searles, sec- 
retary of the American Sugar Refining 
Company. The defense moved that the 
jury be instructed to bring in a ver- 
dict of acquittal on three grounds. 
When Attorney Davis concluded, the 


court adjourned until Tuesday without | 


a decision being rendered. 

The indictment against Searles re- 
cited that, by a resolution of the Sen- 
ate, a committee was appointed to in- 
vestigate certain charges made by the 
press econcerning the election of 1892. 
The committee summoned Secretary 
Searles. He was asked by the commit- 
tee: “What amount was expended by 
your company in the campaign of 
1892 

“I decline to answer the question,” 
said Searles, giving as his reason for 
declining to answer that he did not be- 
lieve it was within the province of the 
eommittee to ask such a question. The 
committee then asked: “What sum 
did you (meaning the American Sugar 
Refining Company) contribute to the 
Democratic campaign fund in the State 
of New York in 1892 that was used for 
the purpose of conducting the cam- 
paign in that State, at which time 
Cleveland and Harrison were candi- 
dates for President of the United 
States?” 

“I decline to answer that question,” 
was Searles’s reply, and for the same 
reason as given in the declination to 
answer the first question. 

“Did you contribute to the Demo- 
cratic campaign fund in New York?” 
He again declined to answer. _ 

The course followed by the District 
Attorney in the Havemeyer trial was 
repeated in the Searles case, the same 
documents being introduced to lay the 
basis of the trial. Senator Gray was 
the first and only witness called and he 
testified as to the facts in the Senate 


investigation. On cross-examination he. 


stated that he did not believe the ques- 
tion asked by Senator Allen was per- 
tinent, taken in connection with the 
question Mr. Searles had answered. He 
had testified that money was contrib- 
uted for national political purposes, and 
none with the purpose of affecting leg- 
islation. 

It was at this point that Mr. Johnson, 
for the defense, moved that the Judge 
instruct the jury to bring in a verdict 
of acquittal. In his argument he was 
exceedingly sarcastic in referring to 
Senator Allen's motives in asking the 
question of Mr. Searles.

The Belmont Today and the Brook- 
lyn Next Monday. 


Today closes the .Morris Park meet- 
ing at New York, and the historical 
Belmont stakes, criginally a mile and 
a half, but now reduced to nine fur- 
longs, will be decided between seven of 
the best three-year-olds in America. 
These are Marcus Daly's imported bay 
colt Ogden, winner of last year’s Fu- 
turity; August Belmont’s Octagon and 
Don de Oro, both by the dead St. Leger 
hero, Rayon d'Or; Horoscope, On Deck, 
Bannock and Scottish Chieftain, the 
last four carrying 115 pounds, while 
Octagon has 122 and the other two 125 
each. The race is worth about $5000 to 
the winner. 

The Belmont stakes is a race founded 
in 1871 by the doughty old banker, who 
for a quarter-century was president of 
the American Jockey Club. In 1872 it 
brought out the greatest field of horses 
that ever ran for it, and the betting 
was almost carried to the limits. of 
frenzy. It ended up by Tom Bowling 
being first by a head, Springbok, by 
Australian, was second; Fellowcraft, 
by the same sire, was third, and in the 
unplaced division were such cracks as 
Mate, Meérodoc, Aspinwall and Count 
d’Orsay. It is said the sixth horse was 
not beaten over three lengths. There 
have been several other good races for 
the same event since, but nothing like 
that, either for close finishes or heavy 
betting. Strange to say, the first three 
horses in that race all died within the 
past ninety days, each having attained 
the good old age of 26 years, and all 
three within a radius of five miles from 
where they were foaled, in old Ken- 
tucky. Springbok was the only one 
that attained any prominence as a sire, 
and he was barely second-class. 

On Monday the gates of the Graves- 
end track are to be thrown open, and 
the great Brooklyn handicap is to be 
run ata mile and a quarter. Mr. 
Thompson's Requital, the Futurity 
winner of ’95, and the Realization win- 
ner of last year, is to carry the top 
weight of 128 pcunds, while Handspring 
is weighted at 125 and Hastings at 123. 
Little Sir Walter is in at 115, and Pitts- 
burgh Phil's horse, The Winner, at the 
same weight. Naturally, with no such 
horse as Salvator o1. Henry of Navarre 
in the race, one looks for the winner 
among the middle-weights: and, good 
as Handspring showed himself to be by 
his race with Requital last Tuesday, it 
is doubtful if he can give ten pounds 
to so good a colt as The Winner, or 
twelve to Ben Eder, all being of the 
same age. The Brooklyn has been won 
in bygone days by some of the kings of 
the American turf. In 1888 it was won 
by The Bard, carrying 130 pounds; in 
1891, by Tenny, with 128; and in 1889 by 
Exile, with 119. The greatest fight ever 
made for this race, however, was in 
1887, when Dry Monopole (105,) Hi- 
dalgo (109,.) and Blue Wing (107,) fin- 
ished heads apart amid the most deaf- 
ening cheers. This is the first time since 
its inauguration that the Brooklyn has 
fallen upor a Decoration day, and con- 
sequently the attendance will be unus- 
vally large.

The County Peace Officers Did not 
Care to Tell Who Gave Them 
Their Tips. 


THE WOMAN IN THE CASE. 


FEMALE FAKIR AND HER POSSIBLE 
CONNECTION WITH WILSON, 


A Whole Lot of Seemingly tnnecea- 
sary Mystery Regarding a (County 
Jail Prisoner Who Never 
Was Booked. 


The county peace officers reported 
Thursday night that three men had 
been placed under arrest for burglary | 
and attempted robbery of the safe in| 
the real-estate office of Poindexter & 
Wadsworth on the third floor of the | 
Wileox building. As this hold-up and | 
capture occurred in broad daylight, it 
occasioned no little comment. 

The officers stated that they had 
known for some time that an attempt 
of that sort was going to be made, and | 
in fact, had been waiting for it. The | 
lady stenographer, Miss Clara Gamage, 


by the robbers, said that she had been 
apprised that the crime was to be com- 
mitted at a certain time, and Poindex- 
ter & Wadsworth also knew that the 
robbery would be attempted at a given 
time hours before that time came, 

The entries on the daily blotter at 
the County Jail, showing the arrival 
and departure of each prisoner, no mat- 
ter what the offense with which he is 
charged, are as follows for Thursday, 
May 27: Wong Yo, for misdemeanor; 
George Wood, for burglary, and John 
Marcel, also for burglary. The two last- 
mentioned entries were made under a 
time entry of 5 p.m. 

The officers said these two men were 
arrested for the burglary in the Wilcox 
Block, and that another man was also 
arrested for complicity in the robbery, 
This man the officers designated as 
George Wilson. That name does not. 
appear on the blotter under date of | 
either Thursday or Friday, nor does the | 
name of any other. man charged with 
-burglary other than the two already | 
mentioned. | 

The two men arrested were arraigned 
before Justice Young in the Township) 
Court yesterday and Marcel gave his! 
true name as John J. Markle. W ood | 
gave his name as George Merrill. Mer- | 
rill was arraigned and placed under 
bends in the sum of $2000. His exarn- | 
ination was set for June 9 at 10:30 a.m. 

Immediately after Markle was ar- 
raigned his examination was held. After 
Miss Gamage and the officers had told 
the story of the hold-up, Justice Young 
asked Markle if he had anything to say. 
The youn’ man answered in the nega- 
tive and the court ordered that he be 
held to answer to the Superior Court on 
the charge of burglary. 


what member of.the gang gave the tip | 
to the officers which resulted in his) 
capture, Markle replied very positively 
that he did know who it was, and that 
he would certainly make it very warm 
for the fellow when he obtained an cp- 
portunity. He said the man who 
entered the office with=. him on 
Thursday afternoon and tied, gagged 
and blindfolded the girl, was the man 
who had “peached.’’ That man was 
the one who was booked as Woods, 
and arraigned under the name _ af 
Merrill. When the officers told the story 
of how Deputy Sheriff; Woodward con- 
fronted Markle with a leveled pistol as 
the latter was leaving the office after 
looting the safe, they said he did not 
throw up his hands at once as ordered 
by Woodward. On the contrary they 
said he first looked around and “saw 
that he was covered both from the 
front and rear.’ The officers behind 
him were Sheriff Burr and Deputy 
Will White. In the account of the cap- 
ture, Wood did not seem to play a 
prominent part. He had no pistol, and 
the only article taken from him at the 
jail was a pair of pincers. 

The officers admit that a stool-pig- 
eon was used, and one officer said 
that there was a woman at the bottom 
of the discovery. As to the man whom 
the officers call Wilson, they reported 
that they arrested him in Black’s pool 
room on Spring street, between Sec- 
ond and Third streets. An hour after 
the capture of the two men as they 
were leaving the plundered office, the 
officers refused to divulge any portion 
of the story, for the reason that they 
were anticipating the capture of other 
members ‘of the gang. Three hours 
after that the officers told the story 
and said they had succeeded in get- 
ting the other man, but if they did 
so, the jail records do not show it. The 
reason given by the officers for refus- 
ing to explain what the source of their 
most explicit and complete fund of in- 
formation really was, is that they ex- 
pect to catch another gang soon by 
methods similar to .those used in the 
Poindexter & Wadsworth case. 

The officers expected that Markle 
would plead guilty and receive his sen- 
tence yesterday afternoon, and while 
-they are confident 
that he will this morning. But any man 
may change his mind. 

Poindexter & Wadsworth have ad- 
dressed to The Times a letter express- 
ing their appreciation of the conduct 
Sheriff Burr in his management o* 
the case. They say: “The plans of 
the Sheriff were carried out to a 
nicety, and resulted in the capture of 
the burglars. In Sheriff Burr we 
evidently have a most efficient officer. 
We also wish to say that it was 
through the courage of our book- 
keeper, Miss Clara Gamage, that this 
important capture was made. The 
young lady bravely permitted herself to 
be bound and gagged, so as to furnish 
the evidence necessary to the convic- 
tion of the gang. It is to be hoped 
that summary punishment will be dealt 
out.to the rascals.” 

WOMAN IN THE CASE: 

On April 30 last, a local morning 
daily reprinted from the Deaf Mutes’ 
Journal of New York, a half-column 
extract from a story copied by that 
paper from the Denver Times reciting 
the misfortunes of a deaf and dumb 
young woman who traveled.under the 
name of Helena Fink. 

The local “rehash” of. the eastern 
story set ferth that the Fink woman 
was trying to reach this city from 
New York, was robbed at Columbus, 
had got to Denver, and had there re-’* 
ceived assistance from Chief of Police 
Russell and others who sympathized 
with her by reason of the tales of dis- 
tress she told everywhere. 

Investigation at this end of the dis- 
iressing transcontinental journey does 
not bear out the stories told by the 
woman. For nearly three weeks she 
has been living at Mrs. Marlar’s lodg- 
ing-house at No. 722 Grand avenue ‘un- 
der the name of.

THE«SUPREME COURT. 


A Few Hints to Savings Bank De- 
positors. 
he Supreme Court handed down a 
decision recently in the case of Edwin — 
A. Wells against William Black, et 
al., a San’ Diego case, which was re- 
ceived in Los Angeles yesterday. 
Wells brought the action to recover 
the amount of a deposit in the Sav- 
ings Bank of San Diego from the de- 
fendants, as stockholders of the cor- 
poration, which had become insolvent. 

The Superior Court decided the case 
in fayor of the plaintiff. The de- 
fendants appealed the case on the 
grounds that the depositors in that 
bank had waived the _ stockholders’ 
liability, and that the defendant's» lia- 
bility was further barred by the 
statute of limitations in that the de- 
posit on which Wells sought to re- 
cover was made three years before the 
suit was brought. 

The Supreme Court reversed the 
judgment appealed from, but only on 
the ground that the debt was incurred 
and liability created at the time of 
each deposit, and at the end of three 
years the right to enforce the stock- 
holders’ lHiablity was at an end, so 
that Wells’s action was barred as to 
all deposits made more than three 
years before the commencement of the 
action. The reversed order is made 
final.

UNCLE COLLIS’S EASTERN CAMPAIGN, 

The Huntington campaign against 
the San Pedro Harbor has opened up 
in the East. In the New York World 
of May 21 appeared, editorially, the

“The San Pedro (Cal.) Harbor ap- 


AMERICAN SHIPBUILDING. 

Forty-five years ago the shipyards 
of America, beginning at Baltimore 
and extending northward to the ports 
of Maine, turned out the fastest vessels 
in the world, They not only did all 
the carrying trade of California and 
more than half of that of the Orient, 
but they also actually carried British 
troops from Plymouth to the Black 
Sea during the Crimean war, not one 
Ship but fourteen. Now, an American 
ship is a rarity, for the English iron 
ship has monopolized the world’s 
carrying trade, despite the recognized 
fact among nautical men that, when 
an iron ship once begins to leak, she 
is the most unsafe vessel in the world. 
An American who spent the greater 
portion of 1888 in the Australian colo- 
nies, saw just five American sailing 
vessels in the ports of Melbourne and 
Sydney during a period of seven 
months, of which three were in port 
at the former and two at the latter 
place; and none of the five exceeded 
1400 tons burthen, all of them having 
come from Puget Sound with cargoes 
of lumber. Nine out of every ten 
vessels leaving San Francisco or Port- 
land with grain for the United King- 
dom, are of British build, but fron 
Ships have been built in American 
yards, and good ones, too. The T. F. 
Oakes, the Tillie Starbuck and the big 
Dirigo, now in port at San Francisco, 
are all products of American manu- 
facture, 7 

As for steamers, the American-bulilt 
vessels now afloat have proven supe- 
rior to British ships of the same class 
whenever tested fairly beside them: 
The Cramps, who built the State of 


propriation was a ‘job.’ The Secretary 
of War is annoying Congress unwar- 
rantably by asking that. body to tell 
him definiteiy what it meant in or- 
dering the job done. Such questions 
are sorely embarrassing. 

“Congress appropriated $2,900,000 
with which to create at San Pedro a 
‘harbor of refuge and commerce.’ As 
there is no natural harbor at San 
Pedro and no commerce, and no oc- 
casion for ‘refuge,’ and as the sum ap- 
propriated, great as it is, is wholly in- 
sufficient to create any of these things, 
the Secretary asks Congress whether 
he shall spend the money in building 
a needless breakwater, or whether he 
shall count upon $5,000,000 or $10,- 
000,000 more with which to create a 
commercial harbor where nature in- 
tended none. 

“Obviously Secretary Alger does not 
understand the Congressional mind or 
appreciate Congressional purposes. 

“In appropriating $2,900,000 for this 


‘purpose Congress intended that that 


amount of the public money should be 
spent ‘where it would do the most 
good.” As to harbors and the like, 
Congress was indifferent. There was 
a ‘job’ to be done. There were cam- 
paign contributions to be collected. 
There was a ‘local interest’ to be con- 
ciliated. There was not the slightest 
thought that a practical business man 
from Michigan would come to Con- 


gress for instructions as to how the 
‘job’ should be ‘worked for all it is 
worth.’ 

“Mr. Alger is a pestilential person 
who ought to be suppressed. With 
such men in office it will be impossible 
to carry on political ‘business.’ 

“Of course Congress might repeal 
the appropriation and reconsider the 
plan of spending untold millions in 
making a harbor where there is none, 
for the enrichment of a railroad ring. 
-But to do that would be to cripple the 
next California campaign . grievously 
and utterly to abandon the purpose 
that dictated this appropriation.” 

The brutal and reckless mendacity 
of these statements need not be 
pointed out In detail. Every reader 
of THe Trves on this Coast knows 
them to be false, in general and in 
particular. The World’s editorial is 
reproduced chiefly for the purpose of 
indicating the methods to which the 
Huntington gang have seen fit to re- 
sort in their frantic efforts to defeat 
the will of Congress and of the people 
in the matter of a free harbor for 
Southern California. 

The article quoted bears internal 
evidence, not merely of having been 
“inspired” by Huntington, but of hav- 
ing been bought with Huntington 
money at sO much per line. The New 
York World is notoriously unreliable 
and unscrupulous in the matter of its 
news. But it is not believable that 
even the New York World would pros- 
titute its editorial columns to the 
service of Huntington unless it were 
lavishly paid for the base service ren- 
dered. 


The Athens correspondent of ‘the 
London Times telegraphs that “the 
peace negotiations have taken a turn 
more favorable to Greece.” The Salo- 
nica correspondent of the same paper 
telegraphs that Edhem Pasha is re- 
ceiving heavy reinforcements, and 
that he has now 200,000 men.under 
his command in Thessaly. Putting 
this and that together, it is painfully 
evident that while the peace negotia- 
tions may appear to be more favorable 
to Greece, the war preparations are 
decidedly less favorable, 7 


California, Queen and City of Puebla, 
also were the builders of the two 


Spreckels ships, Alameda and Mariposa, 


of the Australian line. "The three 
former vessels have never had a trial 
alongside of foreign vessels,” because 
their trade is purely coastwise, and 
the Federal statutes debar foreign 
bottoms from that trade. But the Ala- 
meda and Mariposa have been fairly 
tried, and invariably have beaten all 
the British ships pitted against them. 
The first of these was the Mararoa, a 
Clyde-built steamer of exactly their 
own dimensions, and a very fine-look- 
ing ship, too. She was specially over- 
hauled at Sydney, after her arrival 
through the Suez Canal, for a record- 
breaking trip to San Francisco, and 
she did it in 19 days and 6 hours from 
Auckland and 22 days and 17 hours 
from Sydney. How much coal she 
burned will never be known. The 
Alameda then was sent out to beat 
that, but caught a gale of wind just 
outside of Sydney Heads which threw 
her back so badly that she was 4 days 
and 9 hours in reaching Auckland, or 
14 hours behind time for the first 
one-fifth of the way. But she had 
good weather the rest of the trip, and 
made the run from Auckland in 18 
days 4% hours, with a 6 days and 8 
hours from Honolulu, or 10 hours loss 
‘in the last 2080 miles. The Mariposa 
subsequently made the run from Syd- 
ney to San Francisco in 22 days and 6 


hours, after encountering a hurricane 
in the Samoan group that slowed her 
down materially for a day and a half. 
Both these ships have since made the 
run from Honolulu inside of six days 
at least a dozen times, the Mariposa's 
being the record, 5 days 20 hours and 
30 minutes. The consumption of coal 
on these two American ships is lim- 
ited to forty-seven tons per day in 
good weather and fifty-two in heavy 
weather; nor did the Mariposa exceed 
that on her record-breaking trip, as 
she had good weather all but one day. 
This is the only accurate test in Pa- 
cific waters. 

The Mararoa never burned less than 
sixty tons any day she was in 
the service, and then barely kept up 
the schedule. The Monowai, the ship 
that succeeded her, was 500 tons larger 
rand had 600 more nominal horse 
power, but she has been on the route 
five years and never but three times 


route. When she was hauled off for 
repairs her place was taken by the 
Arawata, a ship 800 tons bigger than 


the two American ships and with 950 
more horse power, but she barely 
| came within the 23% days’ schedule 
limit for all that. Meanwhile the 
records of the San Francisco post- 
Office show that, in a period of thir- 
teen years, the Mariposa has been 
twice over five hours late and the 
Alameda three times. These are the 
crucial tests, begause they are the 
practical ones. 

In Atlantic waters the St. Paul and 
St. Louis, the ‘only two American- 
Quilt ships engaged in the transat- 
lantic trade, have been on the route 
two years, and, in spite of English 
port regulations, which require them 
to slow down while passing through 
the Solent, have made such runs to 
Southampton as would compel the 
| Campania ‘and-Lucania of the Cunard 


has arrived on time at this end of the 


line to make 30% miles, per hour to 
equal their records. These two ocean 


/lners, the St. Paul and St. Louis, are 


merely the Mariposa and Alameda re- 
produced upon a larger scale, their 
tonnage being 8200 net, as against 
2900 net for the two smaller ships. 
As for the French ships, La Touraine 
holds the record to Havre, and on 
that trip she was not within four 
hours of the St. Paul’s run to South- 
ampton. 

Tne Tres would like to see lines 
of steamers subsidized by the national 
government to carry the American 
mails, subject to certain restrictions. 
A schedule time with a forfeiture of 
$100 per hour for every tardiness 
other than that caused by the break- 
ing of machinery, should be one of 
the stipulations. Another should be 
that the captains of these mail vessels 
should be naval officers, holding at 
least the rank of lieutenant-command- 
ing; and the engineers to be naval 
officers with the rank of first lieuten- 
ant. Rules similar to these are in 
force in. the Messageries Maritimes 
line (French,) the most comfortable 
line in the world, as old travelers will 
cheerfully testify. This would be a 
good thing for the navy and a good 
thing for the merchant marine. 

The idea that the English or the 
French can build any better steamers 
than ours is an exploded fiction. John 
Roach, long before his death, offered 
to build a 10,000-ton ship to beat 6 
days on the run to Queenstown, at a 
less cost than that of the St. Paul; 
but there was nobody game enough to 
take him up. They are turning out 
faster and better ships on the lakes, 
every year, than either Belfast or the 
Clyde can build for the same money; 
and the only thing needed to revive 
this dormant industry is the codpera- 
tion of eastern capitalists. Whenever 
they will consent to give up gambling 
in railway shares, and devote some of 
their money to purposes in which 
their forefathers made the United 
States the foremost of maritime na- 
tions, we may hope for a return of 
good times. We are paying England 
altogether too much money, every 
year, for carrying our products to 
markets. It is time to call a halt. 


OPPOSITION TO THE BELL MONOPOLY. 

An organization is in process of 
formation “to fight the Bell telephone 
monopoly.” Since that colossal mon- 
opoly began: operations, some twenty 
years ago, the opposition to its extor- 
tions has waged almost constant war- 
fare against it in the courts; but in. 
every important instance the Bell 
Telephone Company has been victori- 
ous. The recent decision in the case 
of the Berliner patents, by which 
through a leBti ‘technicality the Bell 
monopoly is extended for a period of 
fourteen years from 1891, seemingly 
leaves but little ground for the op- 
ponents of «the monopoly to stand 
upon. But since the expiration of the 
original Bell patents, independent 
telephone companies have been or- 
ganized in all the great centers of 
population throughout the country. 
The result of this legitimate and 
healthy competition has been a mate- 
rial reduction of rates, and the plac- 
ing of the telephone business upon 
something like a practical commercial 
basis 

Vast interests are at stake in the 
pending contest. Large amounts of 
capital have been invested in these 
independent companies, which ‘have 
now united ther interests in opposition 
to a common foe. The outcome of 
the contest will be watched with the 
keenest interest. 

As a matter of simple right and jus- 
tice the electric telephone belongs to 
the public. Its manufacture, sale and 
use should be free to all. The original 
patents have run their course, and 
those who owned afid controlled them 
have been enriched beyond the dreams 
of avarice. The American people 
have paid dearly for that wonderful 
invention, the speaking telephone. 
They have paid enormous bounties 
to those who controlled the patents, 
and are now entitled to the use of 
the instrument—which has grown to 
be a necessity—upon a etrictly com- 
mercial basis. The instruments, 
which are ipexpensive to manufacture, 
should be on sale in the gpen mar- 
ket; and the charges for exchange 
service should be based upon the cost 
of such service, including the main. 
tenance of exchange systems and a 
fair return upon the money invested. 

The one great factor in the charges 
for telephone exchange service hereto- 
fore has been the enormous rental ex- 
acted by the American Bell Telephone 
Company from local exchanges for 
the instruments rented. This charge 
has amounted as a rule to one-half 
the gross amount received annually 
by the local company for each instru- 
ment in use; the local company bear- 
ing all the expense of erecting and 
maintaining its system of wires, pay- 
ing its own office expenses and all 
other expenses incidental to the main- 
tenance of a telephone exchange sys- 
tem. Thus. in cities where the charge 
to telephone exchange subscribers was 
$50 per annum, the local company was 
obliged to pay to the American Bell 
Telephone Company $25 per year for 
each instrument used, although the 
actual cost of the instrument, at 
manufacturers’ prices, would hardly 
reach $5. In other words, the Bell 
Telephone Company compelled ite 
‘agents, the local exchanges, to pay 
annually, in rental, more than five 
times the original cost of the instru- 
ments rented. The local exchanges; 
being under heavy expenses outside 
of the exactions of the parent com- 
pany, were necessarily obliged to 
charge high rates for exchange service 
in order to save themselves from ac- 
tual loss. Thus the public, ultimately, 
paid annually for the use of the tele- 
phone from 1000 to 1500 per cent. on 
the actual cash value of the instru- 
ments used. 

The perpetuation: of this infamous 


monopoly, through a legal quibble, is 


nothing less than a public calamity. 
The integrity of the Supreme Court 
decision is not here called into ques- 
tion. That august tribunal undoubt- 
edly decided the case, as brought be- 
fore it, in conformity to the law bear- 
ing upon the subject. But the aggre- 
gate and ultimate effect of the deci- 
sion, if no way be found to escape its 
consequences, will be a superlative 
wrong and an outrage upon the pub- 
lic. In the interests of equity, and a 
decent regard for the common prin- 
ciples of right, it is to be hoped that 
the organized opposition to the Bell 
telephone monopoly may wage a suc- 
cessful battle.

The organization of banks at Omaha 
and Kansas City, to loan money on 
bands of cattle, is something fhat 
originated with Philip Armour, the 
great Chicago packer, who is the 
heaviest stockholder in these enter- 
prises. He says that the most ex- 
perienced cattle men meet with unex- 
pected reverses in business and have 
to be carried a while; and it is better 
to do that through the medium of a 
bank than by individual firms with 
whom these people have business re- 
lations. A case in point is that of 
Pierre Wibaux of Montana, who spent 
the winter of 1894 here and at Re- 
dondo. Mr. Wibaux lost nearly 
$1,000,000 worth of cattle on his ranch 
last winter, through no immediate 
fault of his own. He built hay ricks 
all over his place, but the snow came 
so suddenly and in such quantities 
that but few of the poor beasts could 
reach the hay; and all the steers 
were frozen so hard that those which 
did get to the hay could get no water. 
No one who knows Pierre Wibaux’s 
energy will doubt his ability to get 
on his feet once more, but it will be 
hard scratching for a year or two. 
It is to meet such exigencies as these 
that the “cattle banks” of Kansas 
City and Omaha have been started 
and they will fill “a long-felt want.” 


From, time to time a great outcry 
is raised in the press, by health offi- 
cers and others, in regard to the dan- 
ger of infection from drinking impure 
milk, -and*water, and other articles of 
consumption, so that timid persons 
are scared half to death, and almost 
afraid to partake of anything that has 
not been boiled, or filtered, or steril- 
ized, or otherwise manipulated. There 
are some good people in Los Angeles 
who would just about as soon take a 
drink of carbolic acid as of raw Los 
Angelcs water. It is, of course, im- 
portant that ali food and drink should 
be as pure as possible, but one may 
overdo this sort of thing. Science has 
told us that everything, even the air 
W? bdreathe, swarms with minute hac- 
teria, some of which are injurious, 
while others are necessary in the hu- 
man economy. We inhale thousands 
or millions of them with every braatn, 
aud it is evident that we can’t get 
away from them without we stop eat- 
ing and drinking and breathing. As 
the huwan race has been doing this 
sort of thing for a good many thousand 
years, it is evident that the bacteria 
are nol quite so dangerous as some 
nervous people suppose.

A BRIGHTER OUTLOOK FOR THE 
TARIFF BILL. 


There Scems to Be a Disposition on 
All Sides Now to Expedite Its 


CONGRESSMAN HARTMAN MAKES A 
STATEMENT. 


Talk of Erecting a New White 
House Revived—tThe President’s 
Ideas—Civil Service in 
France. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—Matters are 
becoming a little more hopeful for the 
passage of the Tariff Bill. The Repub- 
lican Senators will hold a caucus Mon- 
day after the adjournment of the Sen- 
ate to consider various questions in 
connection with the Tariff Bill The 
first effort will be to devise plans to 
expedite the consideration of the bill, 
and there will also be an attempt to 
reconcile differences of opinion as to 
the merits of some features of the bill. 
Some of the schedules are objectionable 
to many of the Senators, and the sug- 
gestion has been made that it is ad- 
visable to settle such differences in 
caucus rather than in the open Senate. 

The principal object of the caucus, 
however, is to agree upen a plan for 
the limitation of the time for debate, 
and under the present rules it is recog- 
nized that this can be done only by mu- 
tual consent. What the tariff leaders 
will first attempt is to secure an agree- 
ment among Republican Senators to re- 
strain any desire they may have for 
general speeches, and thus throw the 
responsibility for whatever delay that 
may occur upon the opposition. 

So far as agreed upon the programme 
is to have senator Aldrich make his 
statement on Monday or Tuesday of 
next week and to follow this by imme- 
diately taking up the schedules and 
mukiug Nu set speeches on the Repub- 
lican side of the chamber. If this plan 
could be indorsed by a caucus it wouid 
of course be materially strengthened. 
This agreement may be difficult to ab- 
tain without some amendments of the 
bill, but the advocates of the caucus 
plan believe these changes may be se- 
cured in caucus and the work expedited. 

There are now indications that the 
debate may not be so greatly prolonged 
as at first seemed probable. The Demo- 
crats, Populists and Silver Republicans 
all aver that they will consume no un- 
necessary time with speeches. 

e Democrats have already met 
and agreed to put no obstructions in 
the way, thus placing the responsibility 
upon the Republicans. 


The plans of the Democrats were 
well-outlined by Representative Hart- 
man of Montana so far-as their posi- 
tion in the present Congress and the 
approaching campaign is concerned. 
He said: ‘The allied forces of bimet- 
allism are not charged with any re- 
sponsibility for legislation, as they are 
largely in the minority. ‘The responsi- 
bility for all legislation of this Congress 
rests upon the Republican party. Be- 
lieving as I do that the financial policy 
which it would crystallize into a law 
would be injurious and not beneficial. 
I know of no reason why there should 
be any desire for that party to legis- 
late upon the financial question. If 
they do pass financial legislation in 
support of the well-known ideas of the 
controlling element in that party, it 
will be only such as is intended to 
more firmly entrench and .strengthen 
the existing gold standard It will be 
in the direction of contraction, includ- 
ing the retirement of the greenbacks, 
and the gradual transfer to the banks 
of the right'‘to issue and control the 
currency of the country. Therefore it 
seems to me that this being the para- 
mount question, and having been de- 
clared such by the allied forces of 
bimetallism in the last campaign, the 
course of Mr. Bailey in declining to 
attempt to force the majority to leg- 
islate is fully justified. It must be 
borne in mind that the responsibility 
of the majority does not stop with the 
legislation that is enacted, for it is 
equally responsible if it fails to so 
organize its House machinery that leg- 
islation which ought to pass can be 
considered. 

“Very many of us of all parties, have 
local legislation which ought to re- 


| Cone the favorable consideration of 


Congress, but no one will for a moment 
claim that the minority which stands 
ready to present its bills to the com- 
mittees when created, are in the least 
degree responsible for the failure of 
such legislation, when the majority, 
whose duty it is to provide the neces- 
sary committees, declines to act. I, 
therefore, view with entire indifference 
the plan adopted by the Speaker for 
the regulation of the business of the 
House. If he fails to appoint the com- 
mittees then the majority is responsi- 
ble for not givingy to the country a 
much-needed bankruptcy act, the Free 
Home Bill. and many local bills of great 
concern to the respective districts. If 
he appoints them and passes the 
financial legislation’ to which his party 
is committed, the disastrous results 
will, in my judgment, utterly destroy 
what few hopes are left for the Re- 
publicans to gain in the Fifty-sixth 
Congress.”’ 
UNION OF BIMETALLISTS. 

“The demand for a union of all bi- 
metallic forces in 1898 and 1900, from 
the people of the United States, will, 
in my judgment, be so strong t)at 
it will sweep into deserved oblivion any 
man who attempts to prevent such 
union. It will come with such unanim- 
ity that any differences which may 
have arisen, or which may arise here- 
after among the members of any fac- 
tion or party, will simply be blotted 
out of existence. There can be no 
doubt that Mr. Bailey, and those who 
agree with him, as well as those who 
are not harmony with his plan of 
procedure, are all earnestly desirous of 
maintaining unity of action as well 
as unity of purpose in the great cause, 
common to the three organizations 
which gave it support in the last cam- 
paign, and which will continue to give 
it support until its ultimate success.” 

The talk of erecting a new White 
House has revived more strongly than 
ever. 

President McKinley has some fairly 
well-matured ideas of his own on the 
subject of a new building as an ad- 
dition to the White House. Further 
than that he hopes to see something 
done durffg his administration, he 
‘does not want to see the White House 
touched. He does believe that more 
room.is needed but he does not see the 
necessity of really extensive improve. 
ments, costing a large sum of money. 
What the President wants to see is 
a new building between the White 
House and the Treasury building, this 
to be used as an executive mansion, 
the White House to be left exclusively 
for the official headquarters. of the 
chief executives.

The discussion as to civil 
service has brought out some _in- 
teresting fact a to other countries. 
The following report has been received 
from the United States Consulate at 
Paris: 

“Tihe policy of recruiting the civil 
service in France through special 
schools had long been practiced with 
satisfactory results. Two conditions in 
the character of the French had con- 
tributed powerfully to this result—the 
great centralization and increase of 
governmental activities, and the spe- 
cialization in the system of public in- 
struction. The American youth attends 
school, and on the completion of his 
studies determines in what direction 
he will turn his energies. But so dif- 
ficult is it to establish oneself in bus- 
iness in France, that the French boy 
must at earliest opportunity mak ea 
selection of the profession he wishes 
to follow, and then direct all his ener- 
gies toward reaching his goal. 

“As a result the system of technical 
education has received a development 
unequalled by that of any other coun- 
try in Europe, Switzerland possibly 
excepted, and, to an extent, which it 
would take years of growth for the 
English or American technical schools 
to equal. There is not a trade, and one 
might almost say, a branch of a trade, 
whiah does not have special schools 
devoted to preparing students for its 
efficient prosecution. What is true of 
private business is also true of govern- 
ment activities. The technical branches 
of government administration have 
been considered as professions, to be 
prepared for as any other profession. 

“One must have lived in France to 
realize the important pant which gov- 
ernment plays in the life of the French 
people, Not only has there been a con- 
stant development of the duties usually 
performed by the central government, 
but the domain of private business has 
been entered, and numerous services 
have been added to the state. Political 
and social conditions have led to the 
assumption of the telegraphic, telepho- 
nic, and in part, the railway, system 
of the country. Economic conditions 
have long caused the French govern- 
ment to busy itself with such impor- 
tant interests as forestry and the cul- 
tivation of improved breeds of domes- 
tic animals. Financial and other con- 
siderations have led to the assumption 
by the government of the manufacture 
of salt, tobacco, matches, powder, salt- 
Peter, special tapestry and porcelain 
products. 

“Enormous sums have been spent 


roads, bridges, canals; and these im- 
provements are made more directly by 
the government in France. than in the 
United States, All this has not only re- 
quired a great development of the civil 
service, but also the employment by the 
state of a large number of men of 
whom a high degree of technical skill 
is required. 

“Among a people where government 
plays such an important part as in 
France, and where the government ser- 
vice necessarily absorbs a not incon- 
siderable part of the workers of the 
country the Whole school system must 
have in view, to a greater or less ex- 
tent, the preparation for the service.”

‘ASSURANCE AND HOPE. 


SECRETARY GAGE’S WORDS OF EN- 
COURAGEMENT. 
- 

He Speaks for the Administrati 
and Gives Promise of Ample 
Revenue and a Sound System of 
Currenaty—A Bright Future. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

CINCINNATI, May 28.—The pro- 
gramme of the closing day of the union 
meeting of the Commercial clubs of 
Boston, Chicago and St. Louis and 
Cincinnati, was interrupted by inclem- 
ent weather.. 

The crowning event was the banquet 
at the Clifton Mansion of Alexander 
McDonald. 

The brief speech of Lyman J. Gage, 
Secretary of the Treasury, was perhaps 
the feature of the banquet. He was 
vigorously applauded when he arose to 
speak. 

Secretary Gage prefaced his remarks 
with the statement that before coming 
he called upon the President and asked 
permission to say for the administra- 
tion that there must be proper revenue 
raised and that there must be a sound 
system of currency established. The 
President, he said, replied: “That is ex- 
actly what I want you to say.” 

Continuing, the Secretary remarked 
that he had discovered that two partic- 
ular themes held first place in the 
thoughts of all business men. These 
were the tariff and the public finances. 
He then said in part: 

“Upon the settlement of these twt 
questions enterprise waits and industry 
languishes and I have thought that on 
this occasion I could do no better serv- 
ice than to give you assurance and 
hope. 

“As to the great fabric now before 
Congress, known as the Tariff Bill, I 
have nothing to say in detail. I want 
to bear testimony, however, to the good 
faith of those in both houses who have 
that measure in charge. They are fully 
enscious of their great responsibility 
and are wovking faithfully to discharge 
it. Nor do I think the opponents of 
this measure are likeRy to oppose with 
wilfull and unjust objections the course 
of legislation. Protest there will be; 
more or less fencing for position must 
be expected, but having now come into 
contact with many of the representa- 
tives of the people\in both houses of 
Congress, I deem it my duty to bear 
witness, so far as it may have value, to 
the honorable and patriotic motives 
that inspire the minds of the great ma- 
jority, whether upon one side of the 
United States or the other, and I proph- 
esy an early result in the national coun- 
cils to which this great question is now 
committed. 

“IT make these remarks, not to defend 
a body for which I hold no commission 
to speak, but to correct in one direction, 
if I may, the operation of an injurious 
sentiment—a sentiment which is sowing 
seeds in many directions. It is divid- 
ing classes, destroying unity and breed- 
ing distrust. The one word for that is 
‘distrust.’ Faith and courage lead to 
conquest and victory. Distrus para- 
lyzes and destroys. 

“As to the financial question, to which 
I have already referred, I must content 
myself with few words. I am glad that 
they may be the words of assurance. 
If any of you harbor the suspicion that 
the administration but just now in- 
stalled into the responsibilities of high 
office has forgotten, or is likely to for- 
get, the mandate of the people who 
vote in behalf of honest money an 
sound finances rang out loud and clea 
in November last, put that suspicio 
aside. It was. unjust and unfounded. 
In good time and in proper order the 
affirmative evidence of my declara- 
tion will appear. 

“In the mean time, my friends, do 
your part to help those charged with 
legislative and administrative powers, 
Do not let inertia engendered by fear 
and distrust creep over you. We have 
been passing through a period of great 
trial, and nobly we have endured the 
strain. 

“The future is not dark with forebod- 
ings; it is illumined with rational hope. 
The revival of industry is near and 
with the establishment of a revenue 
law sufficient to bring into the treas- 
ury an amount adequate to meet the 
reasonable needs of our government, 
and with the establishment of our 
finances on a sound and enduring basis,

Views of Secretary Wiggins of the 
Chamber of Commerce and of 
Vice-President Merrill with Re- 
gard to Their Proposed Visit.

STREET IMPROVEMENTS. 


BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS HAS A 
QUIET SESSION. 


Streets to Be Graded and Widened, 
Grades Established and Side- 
walks Laid—Patent Street Signs 
Prove Unsatisfactory. 


The Board of Pubiic Works met yes- 
terday and prepared the following re- 
port to the Council:

THE HATTERY MURDER. 


SENSATIONAL TESTIMONY PROM- 
ISED FOR TODAY. 


Witnessena Who Once Disappeared 
Have Returned with a Startling 
Tale and also a Bill Against 
Specialist Hastings. 


Yesterday proved to be another un- 
eventful day in the Hastings trial, 
much of the time being taken up by 
objections on the part of Mr. Gage, at- 
torney for the defendant. The trial is 
being fought at every point, and is 
consequently rather slow in progress. 
It is seldom that a question  pro- 
pounded by the prosecution is allowed 
to go unchallenged, and, even when the 
objection is overruled, a request that 
the answer be stricken out is nearly 
invariably made and exceptions taken. 
All in all, the trial promises to be one 
which will be long remembered as the 
hardest-fought case ever brought up 
in the Superior Court of this county. 

Detective A. J. Bradish, the first wit- 
ness catied-yesterday,; told of his con- 


gineer be instructed to prepare or- 
dinance of intention to establish the 
grade as petitioned for. and when 
gaid proceedings are completed, to pre- 
sent ordinance of intention for the im- 
provement of said street between said 
points.

“We recommend that the communica- 
tion from the Wabash Guide and Sign 
Company, offering to place guide and 
sing posts in this city, be denied. 

“In the matter of the petition from

versation with Dr. Hastings in the lat- 
ter’s office, after the death of Lillian 
Hattery. Bradish testified that Hast- 
ings had, on that occasion told him 
that Miss Hattery had frequently suf- 
fered from flighty spells. A few hours 
before she died, she was lying on a 
cot in the room adjoining the office. 
The doctor told her she would have to 
be moved to another room. As Miss 
Hattery objected to being moved, Hast- 
ings insisted that she go, explaining 
that if she insisted further in her re- 
fusal to go voluntarily, he would carry 
her. Miss Hattery gave a sudden start, 
placed her hand on her left breast, ex- 
claimed, “Oh, my heart!” and fell back 
upon the cot, dead. For an hour the 
nurse and Mrs. Weaver worked over 
the girl; but could not resuscitate her. 

In a conversation with Mrs. Weaver, 
Bradish testified, she was asked why 
She had not informed the girl's pa- 
rents of her illness, Mrs. Weaver re- 
plied that she had attempted to com- 
municate with Lillian’s parents, but 
had been unsuccessful. She then re- 
fused to give their names or her own, 
The notes taken of Bradish’'s testimony 
in the preliminary examination were 
read to the jury, but they contained 
nothing additional of value. Bradish 
identified a number of electrodes and 
specula as the instruments he had 
found in Hastings’s office after his ar- 
rest. 

The testimony given by Dr. Thomp- 
son of San Bernardino was favorable 
to the defendant, inasmuch as he said 
that the instruments admitted shortly 
before as evidence were used for dif- 
ferent purposes, and their presence did 
not testify to any abortion having been 
committed. 

Special Officer F. M. Fowler of the 
police department was called. He was 
very positive that Hastings had, when 
testifying at the preliminary examina- 
tion, stated that all the treatment he 
had given Lillian was for her head and 
ankle. Lajter, when cross-examined 
and confronted with a transcript of 
Hastings’s testimony, given at the ex- 
amination, he was compelled to admit 
that Hastings told of administering 
electricity to different parts of the 
girls body for heart disease. Fowler 
acknowledged being a lawyer and -hav- 
ing been admitted to the bar, after 
which Attorney Gage took particular 
delight in showing up discrepancies in 
the testimony given. 

Fowler testified that when asked for 
Lillian’'s address, Mrs. Weaver replied 
that while she had obtained it shortly 
before Lillian’s death, in the excite- 
ment subsequent the address had, she 
thought, been destroyed. Later Fowler 
found .it in a drawer of the safe 


in 
Hastings’s office. The address was 
written on an envelope. “L. H., box 
132, San Bernardino, Cal.” In the 
lower left-hand corner written 
“Gown 142."". This is the number of the 
gown worn by Lillian, and was the 


method used by Hastings-to designate 
his patients. 

Hastings, at the request of Fowler 
on the same day, pointed out Lillian’s 
account in his books. The account 
showed that for the first two treat-

ments Lillian paid $1.25 each. Lillian 
had then become a regular patient at 
® per day. She paid, on January 31, 
15, and at the time of her death the 
ooks showed a debit to her account 


of $17.50. The account was designated 
as “Gown 142,” no name belhg used. 

The trial will be resumed this morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock In Department One. 

The prosecution probably, will call to- 
day the two witnesses who disappeared 
just before the preliminary examine- 
tion and could not be found by the of- 
ficers. These witnesses are Mrs. 
Jeannette A. Martin of No. 706 Phila- 
delphia street, and Mrs. Hendig. Ref- 
erence Was made to them yesterday by 
the attorneys in the case. Dist.-Atty. 
Donnell remarked to Henry Gage, 
Esq., after a legal skirmish: “When 
will we have another tiff?" and Gage 
quickly replied, “When you eall your 
star witnesses that I have to pay $2400 

. If Mrs. Martin tells on the witness 
stand the story that she told last night 
she may prove to be a star witness. 
Her story, which shé solemnly deciares 
to be true, is in her own words, as fol- 
lows: 

“On the evening of February 9 at 5 
o'clock Mrs. Hendig called up Dr. 
Hastings by telephone and asked him 
to come’ to the house of a friend of 
mine, a Mrs. Kramer, at No. 144 South 
Main street, to see about getting elec- 
tric treatment for her crippled fur- 
teen-year-old son. Dr.’ Hastings came 
right over to the Leon, 
versation occurred between Dr. Hast- 
ings, Mrs. Hendig and myself, as we 
were sitting in the parlor. Dr. Hast- 
ings said he didn’t care to take the 
case or treat the boy, as he made a 
business of treating women that were 
pregnant to bring on a miscarriage. 
He said he had more than he could at- 
tend to, and he didn’t care to go out 
much to visit patients, as he ‘had 
everything convenient in his office. He 
said he had a very good e that he 
could trust and when he wasn’t there 
she could. do the work just as well as 
he did. 

“TI said ‘You did treat this Hattery 
girl for her sprained ankle.’ Dr. Hast- 
ings said Lillian Hattery didn’t have 
a sprained ankle at all, and that he 
didn’t treat her for that. He said she 
came to him crying with only $15, and 
wanted him to give her treatments to 
rid her of the child. Dr. Hastings 
said the girl was three months and a 
half in a family way at that. time. 
He said he gave her seven or eight 
treatmente, and she lost the foetus, 
but he couldn't do any more. He said, 
‘It was too bad, the poor girl suffered 
awfully.’ Hastings said she had a 
fever and a great deal of pain. I 
asked him what he gave her for fever. 
He said ‘Ozone water.’ 

“T also asked Dr. Hastings why he 
didn’t call in a physician to help him 
on the case. He answered that he 
was sufficient in himself. He said he 
didn’t need any one to help him, and 
that he and Mrs. Weaver took care 
of Lillian Hattery and nursed her just 
like her mother would do. ‘But,’ said 
Hastings, ‘she was a little fool. She 
might not have died only that she 
worked herself into hysterics. I held 
her in my arms till she died, and I 
was glad of it. when she was out of 
her suffering.’ ”’ 

The attorney’s allusion to .$2400 is 
supposed to have some bearing upon 
a bill that Mrs. Martin holds against 
Hastings for alleged services as a 
nurse. Mre. Martin says she has a 
claim, and that payment was promised 
on condition that she and Mrs. Hendig 
should fail to appear at the examina- 
tion. The two women went to San 
Diego and evaded the officers, but 
were subpoenaed by Bradish when 
they returned. Mrs. Martin has been 
inquiring about her bill since her re- 
turn, and says she will sue for it after 
she gives her testimony in the murder 
case. She also says she was told that 


“Hastings would nave no money with 


which to pay bills after paying his 
lawyers. 


WILEY FILES A COMPLAINT. 


Tilahman for Once Assumes the 
Role of Defendant. 

As an outcome of the arrest of A. P. 
Wiley, on a complaint charging him 
with the commission of a felony, sworn 
to by L. C. Tilghman, Wiley filed an 
action yesterday against Tilghman to 
recover $8300. The whole of the 
trouble existing between these two men 
originated in a dispute over the secre- 
taryship of the Big Rock Creek Irri- 
gation District. 

On March 19, Tilghman swore to a 
complaint alleging that Wiley had in 
his possession, or under his control, 
the records, papers, contracts, stock 
books, bonds, and other writings, ap- 
pertaining and belonging to the office 
of secretary of the. district referred 
to. Tilghman further alleged that he 
was the duly elected secretary of the 
district, and that Wiley had withheld 
the books from him notwithstanding 
his demand for them. 

Wiley was held on an examination 
held before Justice Young in the 
Township Court, but when the case 
came before Judge Smith, in Depart- 
ment One of the Superior Court, he in- 
structed the jury to return a verdict 
of not guilty before the prosecution 
had finished with the introduction of 
ite evidence. 

Wiley alleges that he was under ar- 
rest for thirty-six hours before he se- 
cured bail. He asks damages in the 
sum of $150 for counsel fees, $75 for 
transportation to and from. the exami- 
nation, and $2500 damage to his good 
name and reputation by the fact that 
he was arrested. Then Wiley asks for 
further damages in the sum of $500 
for attorney's fees, $75 for transpor- 
tation to and from his trial, and $500 
as damage to his good name on the 
ground that he was compelled to stand 
trial as the result of the information 
against him, being filed by the District

THE GUBERNATORIAL 
NOT YET ENDED. 


FIGHT 


Opposition to the Appointment of 
Cel. McCord Will Be Carried 
into the Senate, 


ENTERPRISE AT FLAGSTAFF. 


THE SKYLIGHT CITY WILL NOW 
HAVE WATHPRWORKS, 


A Wool Scouring Piant also in Pros- 
pect—Many Claimants for the 
Reward for the Recapture 
of Miller. 


PHOENIX, May 25.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The powers that be at 
Washington are again being reminded 
that the principal fights on nomina- 
tions may be divided into two classes— 
first, the Arizona Governorship, and 
second, all the rest of the appointments. 
It should not be at all surprising if 
the next session of Congress, in sheer 
self-defense, would put through a bill 
granting Arizona Statehood, so that 
this bucking, rearing, pitching, biting, 
kicking bronco Territory can do 
fighting’ at home, and keep the fight for 
its little Governor in its own borders. 
Take the late fight. It would in all 
reason be supposed that with Mr. 
McCord named for the Governorship, 
albeit, after a contest the keenest and 
bitterest seen in the history of Ari- 
zona appointments—which is saying 4 
good deal—the man could have 
hie hard-fought honor without moles- 
tation. Not «eo. His confirmation 
will also be contested. Avowedly his 
opponents are the gold Democratic in- 
cumbents, though there is moral and 

robably stronger support among his 
Republican rivals for the contest. 
Atty.-Gen. Wilson has gone to Wash- 
ington, and previous to his departure 
wired that the confirmation be hung 
up pending his arrival, as he had 
charges to make. McCord himself, is 
now in Washington. The grounds of 
Wilson’s charges are supposed to be 
the same made before. Congress had 
better give’ the Territory Statehood, 
and be done with all this wrangling. 
Arizona would make a pretty good 
State, and is willing to elect its own 
Governor. 

SRINKLERS FOR COUNTRY ROADS. 

The Supervisors yesterday ordered a 
street-sprinkler for the country roads 
about the city, the order including a 
pumping attachment for raising the 
water from the ditches. This move is 
somewhat of an experiment, although 
eprinkling has been an unqualified suc- 
cess for four miles out on a private 
thoroughfare, Center street. The grav- 
. @eling done on the Yuma and Grand 
avenue roads, while a success, needs 
wetting down occasionally to keep holes 
from appearing in the gravel. 


FIRE CHIEF STILL ON PROBATION. 


Judging from the fuss made about 
it, and the fact that the office has 
no emoluments, there must be a great 
deal of honor in the position of Chief 
of the Phoenix fire department. Or 
pa there is just a good deal of

A HARTFORD BANK INCIDENT. 

The failure of the Hartford Bank here 
two years ago is recalled by a suit just 
filed by Col. C. H. Gray. Col. Gray 
went the bank’s séourity in those shaky 
days of the panic of 1893, and now he 
wishes he hadn’t. The panic proved to 
be longer and harder than expected. To 
tide over the bank Col. Gray, without 
any consideration, executed promissory 
notes to the bank, at one year, strongly 
secured, in the’ sum of $10,000. The 
notes were applied on $15,000 owed by 
the bank to the Bank of British Colum- 
bia. Soon after the failure occurred, 
and when the notes fell due the Bank 
of British Columbia sued and got judg- 
ment. In March, 1895, Col. Gray paid 
to the bank $3600 and $630.61 in costs 
and attorneys’ fees. The claim of the 
Bank of British Columbia still remained 
unsatisfied, and in October of last year 
two more actions wefe begun against 
Col. Gray and judgment for $10,021.62 
was given the bank. Its claim against 
the defynct Hartford Bank at this time 
amounted to only $4897.13. Col. Gray 
lately*paid this amount on the judg- 
ment and the Bank of British Columbia 
transferred the balance of the judgment 
to Assignee Walker of the Hartford 
Bank, who is threatening to foreclose 
under it. The petition, beside praying 
that legal restraint may be put upon 
the assignee, asks that the sum of 
$9127.74 paid to the Bank of British Co- 
lumbia may be made the amount of a 
ars claim against the Hartford

FLAGSTAFF, May 25.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.]

This prop- 
osition has been badly needed, and met 
obstacles that in most communities 
would have been called insurmountable. 
The well water here is unqualifiedly 
bad, and the altitude is too great for 
the ordinary water system. The near- 
est water practicable is seventeen miles 
up on the mountain side. This involved 
an expense tremendous for a little 


town. Then the town had no authority | 


to issue bonds for the sum _ required, 
that bugaboo of Arizona enterprise, the 
Harrison 4-per-cent. limitation of in- 
debtedness, forbidding. This required a 
special act of Congress to get around it. 
but the permission was secured. Last 
week the city accepted a proposition to 
build the works, at a total cost of $64,- 
987.14. The works includes a stone gal- 
lery at the spring. a reservoir 208x208 
feet and miles and miles of pipe, prin- 
cipally eight-inch. The proposition is 
based on cash or 30-year bonge at 6 per 
cent. interest, 80 per cent. the work 
done to be paid for the Ist and 1ith of 
each month.

A. T. Cornish has secured capital in 
St. Louis to erect such a mill on the 
completion of the water works. The 
outlay, capacity, etc., cannot be stated 
now, but the assurance is given that 
the mill will certainly be built. 

he next enterprise wanted here is 
the building of a couple of dozen mod- 
est furnished cottages for the tourist 
travel. from Central Arigona.. Numerous 
inquiries have been made of late for 
such accommodations, but generally the 
reply has been that they were unob- 
tainable here. 


JEROME. 

JEROME, May 25.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The pay rolls of the United 
Verde Company for the past month 
were the largest of any month in the 
history of Jerome. 

A criterion of the growth of the town 
is the fact that, in addition to the re- 
cent erection of a third hotel here, all 
doing well, one of them will add forty 
rooms to its capacity. 

The offering of rewards for fugitive 
criminals seems to have a bad effect on 
the veracity of friends of the outlaws. 
There is the case of Miller, recently 
captured here. The rewards for his 
capture foot up $833. For that sum his 
friends told him they were his friends, 
and now that the man is.captured they 
tell that they were only engaged in 
catching him. T. B. Moody is one of 
the “friends.” In carrying out his 
double role of friend to both law and 
outlaw he has succeeded in getting him-~ 
self held for the grand jury in the sum 
of $500 as an accessory. Now, so far 
from being implicated, he says that in- 
stead of harboring Miller, he was only 
capturing him all the time, and he 
wants that reward. Had the officers let 
them alone he would have had Miller in 
before they did. Haas, brother-in-law 
of the fugitive, tells that Miller came 
to his house first, at midnight, and 
Haas notified the officers at the earliest 
opportunity. He, too, would like that 
$833, although he was friendly to Miller. 
Then Fairchild, Roberts and Selby, the 
officers, each put in a bid for it. Finally 
Miller seems to have an idea that he 
captured himself, and he, too, wants 
the reward. 


WILLIAMS. 

WILLIAMS, May 25.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Frank Tandy, well and not 
too favorably known here, is on his way 
to Colorado to answer for a murder 
committed there years ago. Tandy re- 
cently quarreled with and assaulted a 
woman named Noble, who decided that 
he was a dangerous person to be at 
large, and informed the authorities of 
the murder, as related to her by Tandy. 
The murder dates back to. January 5, 
1892, when Charles Pinger, a merchant 
of Aspen, was killed on the street, the 
murderer escaping. A requisition was 
secured, Tandy being held meanwhile 
on the assault charge. Tandy admitted? 
the crime to Justice Hunter, claiming 
self defense. Criminals are very foolish 
to take refuge in Arizona. It is the 
hardest country in the world to escape 
from, and there are more officers per 
capita, and keener officers, than any- 
where else on earth. They would have 
better chance of escape in the big cen- 
ters of population. 

A brass band has been organized 
here. Thus far they have only played 
discord, but it is mighty fine discord, 
and promises to soon be the same kind 
of harmony. 

A dog story is related here. It is 
about a homely, bob-tailed, squat 
brute, with nothing to redeem him ex- 
cept his extreme affection for his lit- 
tle master, Clarence Dunbar. . Last 
winter the boy’s mamma died, and the 
body was taken back to Lilinois.... The 
boy wanted to fake his homely pet to 
his new home in the East, so the dog 
was placed in a baggage car. Evi- 
dently the dog. miscalculated on the 
connections; for he left the car at Al- 
buquerque, and, not succeeding in find- 
ing his little owner, set out. to be his 
own boss. A few days ago Mr. Dunbar, 
father of Clarence, was in dAlbu- 
querque, and was astonished at a most 
terrific welcome there. It was by the 
dog. The a@nimal,was soon again 
started eastward, and ere now there 
has been a.very ardent meeting of the 
boy and the dog back in Illinois. 


TEMPE. 

TEMPE, May 25.—[{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] An unusual business trans- 
action was made by a Tempe man, in 
the course of which he was fined $25 
for alleged irregularities. D. S. Lewis 
is the man. He is the owner of a large 
threshing outfit, a responsible and re- 
spected citizen, and not at all the kind 
of a man who is hauled up in court 
and fined $25 for theft. He needed 
some belting, and when he first exam- 
ined it he was undecided about the 
purchase. Subsequently he decided to 
take it, did so, and telephoned the fact 
at the first opportunity to the owner.

HE WIELDED A PIPE. 


Weapon Used by a Chinese Druggist 
to Lay Out a Policeman. 


Most of yesterday’s session of Judge 
Owens’s court was. occupied in the 
trial of Wong Sun Sui; the Chinese 
druggist whom Policeman McGraw 
clubbed into insensibility at No. 306% 
Marchessault street a few weeks ago. 
Wong was charged with assaulting 
Policeman Phillips while he was en- 
gaged in “pulling”.a gambling game 
at the number given. 

The taking of the testimony was 
tedious, owing to the examination of 
Chinese witnesses, whose evidence had 
to be interpreted, and the trial ran 
far into the night. 

The story of McGraw’s attack on 
the druggist has been written several 
times and commented upon a great 
deal. The alleged assault, made by 
Wong upon Phillips, however, was not 
clearly understood until yesterday. It 
was shown that McGraw and Phillips 
entered the place suddenly with the 
cry, “Get out of here,” and that there 
was at once a scramble for the door. 
The officers claimed that Phillips was 
interfered with by a number of the 
Chinese who pulled him to the floor 
and that Wong was about to sirike 
him with a pipe when McGraw dealt 
Wong the blow with his club which 
laid him out. The witnesses testify- 


ing as to the “weapon” with which 


Wong was about to strike Phillips 
said it was of wood and had a stem 
about eighteen inches long. McGraw 
said he had pushed Wong back once, 
but that he had returned to the at- 
tack with the pipe unlifted as though 
to strike Phillips. BS 

All the paraphernalia of a fan-tan 
game was introduced to shew that the 
law against gambling was being vio- 
lated when the raid was made, the 
position of the prosecution being that 
any interference with the officers while 
in the performance of their duty was 
to be legally construed as an assault 
upon them.

BEET SUGAR AND CANE SUGAR. 


In the discussions of the beet-sugar 


mid have | 


industry. which one encounters on ev- 
ery hand, the fact appears to be lost 
sight that sugar made from the 
beet cannot be used for many manu- | 
facturing purposes, without : Amixture | 
with cane sugar. This fact is well 


recognized in Europe, and in California 
housewives say that Chino sugar can- 
not be successfully used for the manu- 
facture of jams and jellies, as the 
juice remains liquid, causing it to fer- 
ment. Los Angeles candy-makers also 
state that they have found it impossi- 


> 


ble to utilize that sugar in their busi- 
ness. 

This important fact is brought out 
strongly in the following extract from 
an answer prepared, by San Francisco 
merchants. as a reply to an argument 
of Claus Spre Kels favor of the 
abrogation of the HaWalian reciprocity 
treaty: 

“It is within recollection that for the 
past twenty years there have been re- 
peated promises of huge factories and 
immense investments in the beet-sugar 
industry on this. Coast, and yet, after 
fifteen years or more of persistency in 
this direction, we have reached a total 
output for the entire country of less 
than 40.000 tons, and it requires but a 
research of the American press—yes, 
of the California press—to show prom- 
ises of beet-sugar refineries, which, had 
they matured, would today supply the 
total demands of this Coast. There- 
fore, under such circumstances, it is 
hardly proper for us to consider the 
possibilities of the future, but we 
should confine ourselves to what really 
does exist, and we can hardly satisfy 


ourselves that it is proper to tax the’ 
American people and to disturb our 
friendly business relations, leaving 


aside the political situation, and the 
great importance of the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands, if they not already are—or at 
moment: may --beeeme—te -the- 
United States, for an industry as pros- 
pective only as is the beet-sugar in- 


dustry to California today. 

“We cannot lose sight of the fact 
that there exists in this country an- 
other beet-sugar refinery not mentioned 
in the Call article of April 27, which ie, 
so far as our knowledge goes. the only 
independent refinery existing on this 
Coast, or, if we may use language bet- 
ter understood, as the only refinery 
whose output is retained in the posses- 
sion of such refinery until it reaches 
the hands of the consumer, to-wit, the 
Alameda sugar refinery of Alvarado, 
and let us not overlook the fact that 
these people have not to the present 
date, notwithstanding that they have 
brought the standard of their goods up 
to an equality with the very finest of 


German sugars imported into this 
country, been able to overcome the 
prejudices of the people against beet 


sugar, and that at no time have they 
been able to command~—as they prop- 
erly should command—the full value of 
their product in competition with Ha- 
waiian cane sugar, and usrely it cannot 
reflect with credit upon the Western 
Sugar Refining Company that in the 
year 1896, when it became necessary to 
offer a sugar in competition with the 
imported Hongkong sugar, that beet 
sugar should have been offered in this 
market at 4 cent below the price of 
Western Sugar Refinery brands. What 
arguments today will avail to educate 
the people of this country to the adop- 
tion of beet sugar and to use it at their 


homes, When the Western Refinery 
places a lesser value to such sugars 


than the Hawalian cane product, and 
when such refiners, in place of. en- 
deavoring to educate the people toward 
a friendly reception of beet sugar, and 
remove the prejudices that have here- 
tofore existed, shall exaggerate and in- 
crease such prejudices by placing beet 
sugars upon the markets at a material 
reduction under the cane sugars: and 
we respectfully ask the Alameda re-

Bradstreet’s Review. 


NEW YORK. May 28.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say that the results of the spring 


trade in staples, which is now over, are 
disappointing. The volume of seasonable 
merchandise distributed is. less than ex- 


pected, without taking into account an im- 
provement in business compared with a 
year ago. Nearly all central-western and 
southern trade centers report business very 
quiet. Dry goods contiue depressed, cotton 
products selling with difficulty, some varie- 
ties only on concessions. The announce- 
ment of reduced or passed cotton mill divid- 
ends and that several large establishments 
will shut down to enable consumption to 
overtake production, which, coupled with 
of consumers to the 
lowest prices of record for iron and steel, 
would appear to sufficiently characterize the 
actual condition of general trade. In- 
creased exports are reported from Pacific 
Coast ports, but there is comparative little 
gain in domestic trade here, except. in cat- 
tle, wool and hardware at Portland. Among 
twenty or more important staple products 
only two—hides and wheat—have advanced, 
while one-half the number—cotton, lumber, 
coal, Bessemer pig-iron, steel billets, steel 
rails, print cloths, sugar, pork and coffee— 
are unchanged, although there was a nomi- 
nal advance in prices of Bessemer pig and 
steel billets. Now that the wool manuafctur- 
ers have stocked up. wool is off, as are cot- 
ton goods. when sold in quantity; and among 
cereals, flour,. Indian corn and oats are 
lower, as well as lard and petroleum. Ex- 
ports of. wheat, flour included as wheat. 
from both coasts of the United States and 
from Montreal this week amount to 2,081,326 
bushels, compared with 2,655,000 bushels last 
week; 2.064000 bushels in the week a year 
ago; 2,426,000 bushels in the week two years

expansion, the comparison is not discourag- 
ing. The recovery is slow, hesitating and 
gradual, but more has been done on the whole 
in May than in April, while the returns of 
April show the volume of business only 10 
per cent. smaller than that of the best year 
heretofore. Yet hesitation is doing its work 
every week and multitudes are waiting, be- 
cause of the sibilities at Washington, who 
ought to be filling the demand for labor and 
the products of labor. Events have proved 
that the crop of wheat going out is much 
larger tha nany of the markets expected, and 
western receipts for the week were 30 per 
cent. larger than last year, while Atlantic 
exports have been for four weeks 6,315,329 
bushels, flour included, against 4,988,777 last 
year. At this season actual receipts count 
rather than predictions, and the truth is that 
the country has exported an extraordinary 
quantity of wheat and flour, and yet has so 
much to spare that the May option has de- 
clined nearly a cent for the week. Manufac- 
turers are doing almost nothing in the wool 
market, though speculation has kept the sales 
large, in four weeks of May 28,805,500 pounds, 
against 20,159,350 in the corresponding weeks 
of 1892. There is some weakness observable 
with western holders, and eastern prices be- 
gin to feel the weight of enormous imports, 
although holders stil] calculate a rise as soon 
as new duties take effect. The iron manu- 
factures gain, in spite of closing of some of 
the furnaces. The production of pig exceeds 
consumption and is somewhat decreas'ng, 
while the consumption has gradually gained 
this week, in part because of several struc- 
tural contracts, including 7000 tons for this 
city alone, and in part decause the agricul- 
tural implement works have made larger de-. 
mands and also because of the proposed leas- 
ing of nearly all the rod mills in the country, 
which has caused some buying. Pig iron 
shows no change in price, but it is note- 
worthy that an advance of 25c in the British 
price of American pig is considered a relief, 
as iessening the urgency to southern pig in 
northern markets. Tin end copper are 
stronger, but tin-plate makers have agreed 
upoh an advdhce, and yet the best grade 
sells as before at 3.50, aga:nst 3.80 for the 
foreign. Failures for the week have been 214 
in the United States, the smailest in any week 
since September, 1895, against 239 last year, 
and 22 in Canada, against 20 last year.

CHICAGO, May 28.—In wheat the Liver- 
pool market was inclined to firmness at 
first, notwithstanding the previous day's 
weakness here.

It was 
generally remarked that if for no other 
reason than the fact of four consecutive 
days’ decline, there should be some improve- 
ment, while an advance frequently happens 
under such circumstances, this morning’s 
conditions not favoring the rule. As against 
the opening firmness at Liverpool, was 
absence of anything unfavorable to_ the 
growing crops, and although the signal-ser- 
vice officials came out with a prediction that 
frost was probable in six of the wheat States, 
the confidence in a big crop was undisturbed. 
In little more than an hour from the open- 
ing, July had sold down to 68%@68'4. Bulls 
got very little comfort out of the North- 
western receipts. Minneapolis and Duluth 
reported a totel of 427 cars, against 477 cars 
a week ago and 377 last year. Chicago re- 
ceived seven cars and’ inspected out 68,000 
bushels. Liverpool, which in the course of 
the day showed %\%d advance over yester- 
day's closing price, stood at 4d decline at 
the close today. Paris was from 15 centimes 
higher for near-by deliveries to 10 centimes 
higher for September and December. In an- 
ticipation of early deliveries of new wheat 
all winter wheat markets, where that grade 
was still bringing extravagant premiums 


over spring wheat, reduced those premiums 


eonsiderably. so much so that it had a 
marked effect on speculation in futures. The 
Atlantic port clearances of wheat and flour 
were equal to 360,000 bushels. The market 
gave no indications of mending until about 
an hour from the close, when covering by 
shorts became quite liberal. July went as 
low as 6844@65% before the reaction came, 
which held it back to 69 about fifteen min- 
utes from the close. The latest trading was 
68%. Corh was quiet and weak most of the 
time, influenced mostly by the large receipts. 
Trading in oats was slow. Provisions showed 
surprising steadiness in view of the heavy 
hog receipts and the weakness of wheat. 
These factors had a slight effect at the 
opening, but there was a general inclination 
to cover, and by the close a slight advance 

had been scored all around.

RANDSBURG. 


REORGANIZATION OF CITIZENS’ 
GENERAL COMMITTEE. 


Committee on Conduct of Peace Of- 

ficers not Ready to Report—News 

_@of the. Mines — Johannesburg 
Wells Railroad Surveys—Notes. 


RANDSBURG, May 26.—{Regular 
Correspondence.] A secand general 
meeting of the business men and miners 
of this place was held in the Hollen- 
beck restaurant on the Rand last night, 
the new chairman, J. R. Carroll, pre- 
siding. and Ed Hammond acting as sec- 
retary. The meeting had been ealled 
principally to hear the report of the 
committee appointed to investigate the 
conduct of certain officers, especially 
the nightwatchman, in connection with 
the Davidson tragedy. Mr. McPherson, 
chairman of that committee, made a 
statement rather objecting to report un- 
til a more complete organization wag 
effected, and asked for further time. 
Just when or how that more complete 
and full organization was to be effected 
he failed to indicate. The meeting, 
however, voted to give the committee 
further time, something it would not 
have done probably later in the evening. 

Considerable discussion was then in- 
dulged in with réference to ‘incorpora- 
tion, both sides being represented, and 
finally a motion was made to discharge 
the old committee. This motion pre- 
vailed, and then a motion was adopted 
that the meeting proceed to elect ten 
men to serve as a new committee, and 
seventeen names were put in nomina- 
tion. Before the voting began, Mr. Mc- 
Pherson moved that a special. commit- 
tee of five be appointed by .the chair- 
man to formulate some plan and call a 
public meeting at which to submit it, 
not later than Sunday next. This mo- 
tion prevailed, and after the appoint- 
ment of the committee, of which Mr. 
McPherson was named as chairman, 
the meeting adjourned. 

Of course it is understood that the 
committee has no legal powers to en- 
force its edicts, yet the existence of the 
old committee has been of great good to 
this camp, and whatever action a con- 
servative committee composed of busi- 
ness men, laborers and miners may 
take toward the preservation of the 
peace and good order of Randsburg, 
the better public sentiment of the camp 
will back up. 

MINING NEWS. = 

A solid piece of quartz was take 
from the shaft in the Alameda mine a 
few days ago at a depth of thirty feet, 
which contains more than two cubic 
feet of ore worth, from prospects broken 
from the edge, something like $100 per 
ton. This shaft is about two hundred 
feet east of where the shaft is being 
sunk by. the young man Finch, where 
fabulously-rich rock is being found. 
The ledge in the shaft above referred 
to is three feet in width and getting 
richer with every shot. Several parties 
have been trying to buy the. property, 
but so far without success. liver P. 
Posey of Denver,..owner. of.. the Tom 
Boy mine, and formerly of the Yankee 
Girl, two famous. Colorado properties, 
visited the Alaméda yesterday, but it 
is not known that he made an offer, al- 
though very favorably impressed. He 
is staying at the Hotel Johannesburg 
and looking the camp over. 

Several other good prospects have 
been struck on the low hills north of 
Johannesburg and east of the Val Verde 
group, and the indications now point to 
its becoming one of the richest parts of 
the district. 

It is reported that the Val Verde 
Company, Col. Pender president, now 
milling ore at the mill at Cuddaback 
Lake, is about to declare a dividend. 

J. W. Ragsdale has bought a one- 
sixteenth interest in the Alameda mine, 
consideration not made public.. 

RAILROAD SURVEYORS, 

It looks now as though this camp 
was about to have a railroad. A party 
of engineers, in charge of R. B. Burns 
of the Atlantic and Pacific, and Assist- 
ant Engineer Nickerson, came in on 
Sunday night and are camped at Johan- 
nesburg. On Monday they began the 
preliminary survey of the line from 
Johannesburg to Kramer, and when 
they reach the latter point will make a 
permanent location and survey back. 
The road is to be completed in not less 
than six months, and very likely in 
half that time, and is called the Rands- 
burg railroad, although it looks as if 
Johannesburg would be the terminus 
for a time, at least. The two towns 
being so close together, what benefits 
one will of course almost equally benefit 
the other. 

JOHANNESBURG WELLS. 


The new well being put down by the 
Johannesburg people is down 275 feet, 
and they will _ probably not go much 
deeper. The bore is nine and one-half 
inches, the water being struck at a 
depth of 122 feet, it soon afterward ris- 
ing to 108 feet. A test was made yes- 
terday morning with the baler, and fif- 
teen gallons per minute was thrown out 
for two hours, the water falling to 118 
and remaining steadily at that. point, 
indicating that the well was good for at 
least two inches steady flow and per- 
haps much more if a thorough test 
could be made. 

They have enough water now in the 


‘three wells to warrant them in consider- 


ing propositions for the erection of 
stamp mills near the town, and parties 
have been negotiating for water to run 
a small mill on the east end of the Ala- 
meda mine. The company has, how-.
